tington, consul for Cuba in Atlanta, 
to the governors of the Mechanical and 
Manufacturers’ Club, on the many op- 
portunities Cuba offers live business 
men of the United States. 
In part, he said: 


‘It is not often that a customer, buy- 
ing over one hundred million dollars 
per year, comes to the manufacturer 
and tells him he wants to buy, as a 
rule the manufacturer is exerting 
every effort to show and sell his prod- 
uct; but here in Cuba, a little over a 
hundred miles’ from our extreme south- 
ern coast, standing ready to buy from 
this country over hundred million dol- 
lars’ worth of goods if we will but 
take the time and trouble to«#ell them. 

“We are heavy buyers of Cuba, but 
seem satisfied to send them our money 
and not try to get any of it back, as 
the following figures will show: in 
1910, Cuba's total exports were $160,- 
909,020; of this amount. the United 
States bought $129,755,058. During the 
same period Cuba imported $107,959,- 
198, but only $54.597.043 came from this 
country. That the same condition ex- 
ists today, I quote the figures for May, 
1911—-exports to the United States 
$17,337,919, while the imports from this 
country for May were $5,082,610. 

“St. Louis is making a bid for the 
Cubans’ business. In 1910 it shipped 
$628,089, and, to give you some idea of

tt was harvest time, and I remem-

I was small of statue and thin—at 
that time I weighed only 125 pounds— 
and 1 looked even younger than I 
really was. Nor was I then in good 
health. . 

Throvighout my university course lI 
had been compelled to do much outside 
work. ‘Besides teaching school, I had 
become proprietor of The University 
Press, then the only college paper, 
burdening myself with debt in the 
purchase. It was published bi-month- 
ly, and I not only did the editorial 
work, but made up the forms and hus- 
tled for advertisements and subscrip- 
tions. Under the strain of all these 
tasks, added to my regular college 
werk, my health, naturally robust, 
gave wey, and for four or five years I 
went down under the load at the end 
of every term of court. A marked 
hysical change came to me later, and 
f have grown stronger and stronger 
with the years. 

Knew Nothing of Practical 

Up to this point everything had. been 
clear sailing. I was asking the people 
for an office of public service which 
they had the full power to give me; 
but I had not learned the very first 
principles of the political game as it 
was then played—indeed, as it is still 
played in a greater part of this coun- 
try. I knew practically nothing about 
politics or political organizations, 
never at that time having so much 
as attended a caucus or convention. 

The boss of Dane county was Col- 
onel. E. W. Keyes, the postmaster of 
Madison. He was rarely spoken of as 
the “Colonel” or “Mr. Keyes,” but al- 
Ways then and for many years after- 
ward simply as “the Boss.” He had 
been for a long time-the boss of the 
whole state, but stronger men were 
then coming into the field and he was 
content to exercise his gway over Dane 
and neighboring counties.- He was a 
very sharp, brusque, dominating man, 
energetic in his movements, and not 
then very young. A Bismarck type 
of man, he had fine abilities, ang if he 
used the methods of force and of bull- 
dozery toward those who opposed him, 
he was often generous to those who 
supported him. And he was big 
enough to give excellent public service 
in the office which he helqg for s80 
many years. He was a good represen- 
tative of oid-time politics; the politics 
of force and secret management. He 
was absolute dictator in his own ter- 
ritory; he could make candidates, and 
he could unmake political officehold- 
ers. He fought me for twenty years. 

T cannot now remember just how 
long I had been at my canvass before 
the Boss calleq me to account. My 
Tecollection is that I went in one day 
to, the postoffice to get my mail. He 
had probably directed his clerks to 
watch me, and I was told that the 
postmaster wished to see me. I had 
known him, of course, as a student: 
he was one of the niven who had 
spoken at the reception, when I re- 
turned from the oratorical contest. I 
went to him therefore with great 
friendliness: but I found him in quite 
a different mood. He burst out upon 


me with the evident purpose of fright-, 


ening me at once out of my political 
ambitions. 

“You are fooling away 
sirt”’ he exclaimed roughly. 

He told me I was wasting my 
money, that I -had better go to work, 
that I had not iearned the first les- 
son in poliMcs. He told me who the 
next district attorney of Dane coun- 
ty would be—and it was not La Fol- 
lette! | 

Boss Keyes did not know jt, but -op- 
position of that sort was the best ser- 
vice he could have rendered me. —It 
stirred all the fight I had in me. 

“T intend,” [ said, “to go on with 
this canvass: and I intend to be elect- 

ed district attorney ef Dane county.” 

T set my face, and as soon as } left 
him I began to work more furiously 
than ever before. I kept asking my- 

self what business Keyes or any other 
man had to question my right of going 
out amongst the voters of.Dane county 
and saying what:-I pleased to them. And 
what had Keyes more than any other 
voter to do with the disposal of the 
district attorneyship? _., 

The same sort of feeling which dom. 
inated men in that boyish fight now 
drove me into a more vigorous strug- 
gZle in Dane county. I traveled by day 
and by night, I stayed at farmhouses, 
T interviewed every voter in the coun- 
try whom I! could reach. The boss 
was active, too, but he was so secure 
in his undisputed supremacy and I 
was so young and inexperienced that 
he did not take me seriously nor rea- 
lize until afterward how thoroughly 
my work was done. He was depend- 
ent upon his organization made up of 
men, most of whom hoped sooner or 
later to get something from the state 
or county—some little office or job. 
But T had gone behind all this argani- 
gation and reached the voters them- 
Selvbe. Whatever success I have at- 
tained in politics since then has been 
‘attained by these simple and direct 

means—and not otherwise. 

There were five candidates at the 
convention. Quite unexpectedly, be- 
tween the ballots, a Norwegian named 
Eli Pederson, a neighbor of ours, who 
had known and worked for my father 
and who called me “our boy.” made a 
telling speech in my behalf. I can 
see him now-—a big. black-headed, 
black-eyed man with qa powerful

frame, standing there in the conven- 
tion. He was a fine type of man, a 
natural-born leader of his community, 
and he spoke as one having authority. 
It was to him, I think, that at the 
crisis I Owe my nomination, which 
came on the fifth ballot. 

This failure of his well-oiled ma- 
chine astonished the boss beyond meas- 
ure, and my fight for my nominativun 
was nothing as compared with the 
fight for the election. Then, as now, 
the boss was quite willing to support 
the candidate of the opposite party 
rather than to have his own authority 
questioned or defied. But the univer. 
sity boys, who were my strong friends 
and supporters, went out and worked 
tooth and nail for me all over the 
county—without regard to politics—~ 


iand I was elected by the narrow ma- 


jority of ninety-three votes. In Jan- 
uary, 1881, I was sworn in as district 
attorney of Dane county. 

Political Condition in Early 80's. 

As I look back upon it, politics was 
very different then from now, In 
these days fundamental issues and 
policies are being widely and earnest- 
ly discussed, but at that time the coun- 
try was jin a state of political lethar- 
gy. The excitement and fervor which 
accompanied the war had exhausted 
itself, reconstruction had been com- 
pleted, and specie payment resumed. 
The people had turned their attention 
almost wholly to business affairs. The 
west was to be settled, railroads con- 
structed, towns founded, manufactur- 
ing industries built up, and money ac- 
cumulated. In short, it was a time of 
expansion, and of great material pros- 
perity. 

Great Admirer of Garfield. 

Garfield was the first leader to im- 
press me—as I think he impressed 
many men of the younger generation— 
as facing forward instead of backward. 
He glorified the party, it is true, but 
he saw something of the work that 
needed to be done. I was greatly im- 
pressed with Garfield: I heard him at 
Madison in the summer after I was 
graduated. He was a very handsome 
man, fine presence, dignity and power; 
splendid diction and a rather lofty 
eloquence. I do. not remember a sug- 
gestion of humor. His address at 

dison at that time was a review of 
the birth and services of the repub- 
lican party. I do not recall that he 
talked about the tariff; he was not a 
high tariff man, and even at that time 
urged lower duties and freer trade. Il 
remember he impressed me More as a 
statesman and less a politician than 
ny of the men I had hear.u up to that 
ime. | 

Fight Against Monopoly. 

In the state of Wisconsin the pro- 
gressive movement expressed itself: in 
the rise to power of the patrons of 
husbandry. The grange movement 
swept four or five middle western 
states, expressing vigorously the first 
powerful revolt against the rise of 
monopolies, the arrogance of railroads 
and the waste and robbery of the 
public lands. Those hard-headed old 
pioneers from New En nd and from 
northern Europe, who thought as they 
plowed, went far toward roughing out 
the doctrine: in regard to railroad con- 
trol which the country (has_ since 
adopted. At,that time there was no 
settled policy, no established laws, but 
their reasoning was as direct and sim- 
ple as their lives. It was plain to them 
that the railroad was only another 
form of highway. They knew that for 
the purposes of a highway, the public 
could enter upon and take a part of 
their farms. If then the right of 
passage through the country came 
from the people, then the people should 
afterwards have the right to control 
the use of the highway. 
simple reasoning which was_ subse- 
quently adopted by legislatures and 
courts. 

From that moment in the seventies— 
excepting once, and then only for a pe- 
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It was this: 


riod of two years when the agricultu- 
ral and dairy interests defeated the 
corporations and elected William D. 
Hoard governor—until my fight was 
finally successful Wisconsin was a cor- 
rupted state, governed not by the peo- 
ple, but by a group of private and cor- 
porate interests. They secured con- 
trol of the old republican party organ- 
ization—the party with the splendid 
history—and while its orators out- 
wardly dwelt upon the glories of the 
past and inapired the people with the 
fervor of patriotic loyalty, these cor- 
poration interests were bribing, boss- 
ing and thieving within. The machine 
Organization of the democratic party. 
was as subservient to the railroads and 
other corporations as the republican 
machine and mastery of legislation 
was thus rendered complete through 
all these years. 
Justice Kyan*s Prophecy. 

I never shall forwet the speech I 
heard the old chief justice of Wiscon- 
sin, Chief Justice Ryan, make to the 
graduating class at Madison in Jum, 
1873, just before I entered the univer- 
Sity. He was one or the most remark- 
able men who ever served at the Wie- 
consin bar or filled a judicial chair; 
an Irishman by birth, with a fine legal 
education. Said he: 

“There is looming up a new and dark 
power. I cannot dweil upon the signs 
and shocking omens of its advent. The 
accumulation of individual wealth 
seems to be greater than it ever has 
been since the*downfall of the Roman 
empire. The enterprises of the coun- 
try are aggregating vast corporate 
combinations of unexampled capital, 


boidly marching, not for economic con- |. 


quests only, but for political power. 
For the first time really in our poli- 
tics money is taking the field as an 
organized power. Already, here 
at home, one great corporation has 
trifled with the sovereign power, and 
insulted the _ state, There is great 
fear that it, and its great rival, have 
confederated to make partition. of the 
State and share it as spoils. The 
question will arise, and arise in your 
day, though perhaps not fully in mine, 
‘Which shall rule—~—wealth or man; 
which shall lead—rtoney or intellect; 
who shall fill public stations—educated 
and patriotic free men, or the feudal 
serfs of corporate capital?’ ”’ 

It was the power, though I did not 
know it then, nor indeed fully until 
years later, that spoke through the 
voice of “Boss” Keyes when h eattem:;t 
ed to deny my right to appear before 
the people of Dane county as a candi- 
date for district attorney. It was this 
power which held together and direct- 
ed the county machine, the state ma- 
chine, the national machine, of both 
the old. parties. Of course, the vosses 
and the machine had nothing against 
me personally. All it wanted was the 
acceptance of its*authority and leader- 
ship: what it feared and hated*was 
independence and freedom. [ could 
have made terms with Keyes and with 
the state bosses of Wisconsin at any 
time during my years of struggle with 
them and with profit to myself, but-I 
would have had to surrender the prin- 
ciples and abandon the issues for 
which I was contending, and this Il 
would not do. 

In refusing to acknowledge the au- 
thority of ‘Boss Keyesat the outset I 
was merely expressing a common and 
widespread, though largely uncon- 
scious, spirit of revolt among the peo- 
ple—a movement of the new gfenera- 
tion toward more democracy in human 
relationships. No one had thought it 
out in sharply defined terms, Lut near- 
ly everyone felt it. It grew: out of the 
intellectua) awakening of which Ihave 
already spoken, the very center and 
inspirational point of which in Wis- 
consin was then, and has been ever 
since, the university at Madison. 

Tribute to State University. 

It is difficult, indeed, to”°ovefesti- 
mate the part which the university has 
Played in the Wisconsin revolution. 
For myself, I owe wiuat I.am and what 
I have done largely to the inspiration 
I received while there. It was not so 
much the actual courses of study 
which I pursued; it was rather the 
spirit of the institution—a high spirit 
of earnest endeavor, a spirit of fresh 
interest in new things, and beyond aN 
else a sense that somehow the state 
and the university vere intimately re- 
ated, and that they suould be of 
mutual service. 

Hypnotized by Ingersoll. : 

In the campaign of 1876 “Bob” ‘In- 
gersoll came to Madison to speak. I 
had heard of him for years; when I 
was a boy on the farm a relative ‘of 
ours had testified in a case in which 
Ingersoll had appeared as an attorney 
and he had told glowing stories of 
the plea that Ingerso}l had made. 
Then in the spring of 1876 Ingersoll 
delivered the Memorial day address at 
Indianapolis. It was widely printed 
shortly after it was delivered, and it 
startled and enthralled the whole 
country. I remember § that it Was 
printed on a poster as large as a door 
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and hung in the postoffice at Madison. 
I. can scarcely convey now, or even 
understand, the emotional effect the 
reading of it produced upon me. Ob- 
livious of my surroundings, I read it 
with tears streaming down my face. 
It began, I remember: 

“The past rises before 
dream. Again we are in the great 
struggle for national life. We hear 
the sounds of preparation—the music 
of boisterous drums—the silyer voices 
of heroic bugles. We see the pale 
cheeks of women and the flushed faces 
of men’ and in those assemblages we 
see all the dead whose dust we have 
covered with flowers.” 

I was fairly entranced. He pictured 
the recruiting of the troops, the hus- 
bands and fathers with their families 
on the last evening, the lover under 
the trees and the stars; then the beat 
of drums, the waving flags, the march- 
away; the wife at the turn of the 
lane holds her baby aloft in her arms— 
a wave of the hand and he has gone; 
then you s2e hi magain in the heat 
of the charge. It was wonderful, how 
it. seized upon my youthful imagina- 


tien. 
yy he came to Madison I crowded 


me like a 


my@if into the assembly chamber to 
he him; I would not have missed it 
for every worldly thing I possessed. 
And he did not disappont me. He pos- 
sessed in high degree all the arts 
of the old-time oratory. He was witty, 
he was droll, he was eloquent; he 
was as full~of sentiment as an old 
violin. 

A large handsome man of perfect 
build, a face as round as a child’s and 
a perfectly trresistible smile. Often, 
while speaking, he would pause, break 
into a smile, and the audience, in an- 
ticipation of what was to come, would 
follow him in irresistible peals of 
laughter. I cannot. remember much 
that he said, but the impression he 
made upon me was indelible. One ex- 
pression, uttered while flaying’ the 
democrats, remains with me. <Address- 
ing\.himself to the workingmen in 
the audience, he said: 

“Turn up your hands; pick off the 
callouses™Nthe blisters, and under every 
one you whl find a democratic lie.” 

After that\JI got Ingersoll’s books 
and never afterwards lost an opportu- 
nity to hear himphspeak. He was the 
greatest orator, I “hink, that I ever 
heard; and the greatest of his lectures, 
I have always thought, was the one 
on “Shakespeare.” 

I have departeqd somewhat from my 
direct narrative, but it has. seemed 
necessary to show some of thé .condi- 
tions and influences which have. fre- 
sulted in the spread of the progressive 
movement in Wisconsin and elsewhere,

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I was sworn in as district attorney 
of Dane county in January, 1881, and 
I never worked harder in my life than 
I did during the next two years: I 
worked almost day and night. I liked 
it, it suited. my talents, ‘and from the 
first I was successful with most of my 
cases. I kept my word to the farmers 
literally; although I often had to meet

Thoughts on Boss Rule. 

During my sefrvice as district at- 
torney I began to see some further 
aspects of boss rule and misrepresen- 
tative government, although I Had lit- 
tle idea, then, what it all meant, It! 
was a common practice for men 
caught in the criminal net, or. the 
friends of those men, not to go for- 
ward honestly and try their cases in 
the public tribunal, but repair to’ the 
boss and thus bring underhanded and 
secret influence to bear in blocking! 
the wheels of justice. And why 
shouldn’t they% The influence of the 
boss was all-powerful in the election 
Or appointment of sheriffs, police, con- 
stables, usually the district attorney, 
and even judges. With their official 
life in some measure dependent upon 
the boss, a mere nod or a request 
might easily change the whole course 
of justice; and there are few criminals 
who cannot muster some influence 
| with a boss, whose secret of power lies 
in the persénal loyalty of those upon 
= he has conferred personal bene- 

s. 

I began to feel ‘his pressure in ali 
sorts of cases; they did not attempt to 
reach me directly, knowing that I had 
defied the boss in my election, but it 
came about in the curious wavs in 
which witnesses faded out of the reach 
of the sheriff's office, in the disagree- 
ment of juries, and the like. 

I do not think, as I look pack on my 
tecord as district attorney, that I 
Should make as good a rrosecutor now 
as. I was then. [ saw just two things 
then: the law and the individual crim- 
inal. I believe I broke the record for 
convictions in Dane county. I worked 
the sheriff half to death. If there was 
evidence anywhere to be obtained i» 
ny cases 1 got it, regardless of work 
cr expense. I even sent one sheriff +o 
England. Since then I have come t») 
bave a little different pvint of view rea- 
garding crime. [I gee that the individ- 
ual criminal is not alwsys wholly ty 
blame; that many crimes grow directly 
out of the sins and injustices of so- 
ciety. 

During the four years I served as 
district attorney l had practically 
nothing to do “with politics; I made 
aS good a canvass.as I knew how for 
re-election, but I Knew nothing and 
cared for nothing for the political or- 
ganizations of the county and state, 
Il put my whole force into my work as 
district attorney and thought of noth- 
ing else. It was a keen joy to prepare 
the cases and present them in perfect 
order before court. When it. became 
known that a crime had been commit- 
ted I tried always to be first on the 
ground myself, interview all the wit- 
nesses and see all the surroundings in 
person, It is facts that settle cases; 
the law is always the same. And this 
rule applies to things of larger impor- 
tance than criminal cases. Facts count 
high everywhere. Whether the matter 
in hand is railroad legislation or the 
tariff, it is always a question of dig- 
ging out the facts upon which to base 
your case. In no other one thing does 
a public man more surely indicate his 
quality than in his ability to master 
clearness. Neither laws, nor opinions, 
nor even constitutions, will finally con- 
vince people: it is only the concrete 
facts of concrete cases. 

Urged to Run for Congress. 

The first and rather surprising sug- 
gestion made to me to become a can- 
didate for congress came about in this 
way: 

Samuel A. Harper and I were class- 
mates and chums in the university. | 
Some time in bis sophomore _ year, | 
while wrestling, he itnjured his knee 
so severely that he had to leave the ; 
university. He taught school for a 
time, then studied law, and in 1884, 
while I was finishing my last year's 
sefvice as district attorney, he came 
fto visit me at Madison. He was full 
of imagination and the spirit of youth: 
6 feet tall, lithe and athletic; eyes 
bright and black; hair in ringlets. He 
was a handsome and brilliant fellow— 
a charmer of men. He possessed the 
most unerring political judgement of 
anyone I have ever known. Dear fel- 
low! Our lives were knit together in 
a way that rarely comes to men. He 
became my law partner in 1886, and 
was my closest friend and most trusted 
adviser until his death in 1898, 

Sam remained with me for’ several 
weeks and we talked as such *:iende 
will, One night he said: 

“Bob, why don’t you go to congress? 
You can go to congress just as well 
as not. ou have the opportunity of 
a public career, and you have the stuff 


gee 4 
ith indomitable spirit he developed 
his plan: 

“There are five counties in this dis- 
trict,” he said. “The two big counties, 
Dane and Grant, outnumber all the 
others in voting population. Now I 
live in Grant and you live in Dane. 
I'll carry Grant for you and you carry 
Dane for yourself. They will control 
the convention—and you go to con- 
gress.” 

Well, we talked it over. It got into 
my head. It seemed feasible. Neither 
Sam nor I ever theught of going to 
the Boss; indeed, I do not think we 
consulted anyone but ourselves until] 
after I decided to run. 


We both started out on the campaign 


as though it were some fine game, end). 
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with great enjoyment of the prospect. 
By this time I was thoroughly well ac- 
quainted in Dane county. Besides my 
service as district attorney I had buiit 
up such a good civil law practice that 
in the year 1885 I had more civil cases 
on the calendar than any other lawyer 
in Madison. All this serve4 to give 
me an assured place with the people. 
Well, I conducted my canvass among 
the farmers very much as I had gone 
about it four years before. It was 
the general feeling, I knew, that I had 
made good as district attorney and I 
argued that I could ang would serve 
the people just as faithfully as con- 
gressman. I found I had many friends 
among democrats as well as among 
republicans. 
Defies the Leaders. 

It was not long before the machine 
found out what I was doing. The so- 
called “Madison ring,” which con- 
trolled that congressional district, was 
composed of Keyes, Phil Spooner, a 
brother of John C. Spooner; Oakley, 
United States marshal, and Willet 
Main, a brother-in-law of John C, 
Spooner, who was deputy marshal. As 
I was on my way home one day, Phil 
Spooner stopped me and said: 

“What is this I hear about your run- 
ning for congress?” 

I told him my purpose. 

“Do you expect to be nominated?” 

I told him I did. 

“Don’t you Know,” he said, “that 
there hasn't been a congressman nom- 
inated for fifteen years who hasn't had 
our support? Why. haven't you con- 
sulted Keyes and Oakley and me?’ 

I said: “I know of no reason why I 
should consult you. I’ve been out in 
the country consulting the people, and 
I’m going to consult a good many 
more.” 

“Well, young man,” 
can’t go to congress.” 

I said: “I think I can; anyhow, 
going to try.’ 

They gave me a hard fight. They 
hired most of the teams in Madison 
and covered the whole country. There 
was no influence they did not use: no 
wires they did not pull. But I carried 
the caucuses against them, and elected 
my™.delegates. The very night that I 
got the final returns from Dane county 
I received a telegram from Sam Har- 
per Saying that he had carried the last 
caucuses that. settled Grant. That 
meant that f had won, Sam had not 
been out of his buggy for thirty days. 

We never went itnto>-the other coun- 
ties in the district aft-all, although the 
university men, who were then, as al- 
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ways, My warm supporters, did 
they could for me there, 

The convention, was held at Dodge- 
ville, and, although the old crowd was 
there in force, | was nominated on the 
first ballot. They tried to beat me at 
the polls by throwing support to the 
democrat—and they had behind them 
the influence of the railroads—but I 
was elected by 400 votes. 

My second term as district attorney 
closed on January 1, 1885. I continued 
my law practice until congress met in 
the fall of that year. At the time of 
my election { had never been further 
east than Chicago, and when I arrived 
in Washington I| found myself the 
youngest member of congress, | was 
29 years old. 
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Radicals Now Conservative. 

“Just at present there is a deal of 
talk about men and measures denomi- 
nated ‘progressive,’”’ writes Robert L.

“For example, when William Jen- 
nings Bryan returned a hero from 
abroad, and threw away what slender 
echance .o* the presidency he might 
have had wy declaring for govern- 
mental control of railways, who could 
foresee Judge Gary asKing the gov- 
ernment to fix the price at which his 
corporation could seli steel products”? 
Yet Bryan—professional radical that 
he may be—is on this and other sub- 
jects already safely conservative. 

“George Washington was so full of 
radicalism that he fought for it, and 
won, Thomas Jefferson was so radica! 
that out of his strange and unheard-of 
theory of government was born a con- 
stitution combining the individualism 
of republican Greece with the cohesive- 
ness of imperial Rome at its best. 

“Lincoln was so radical that a world 
to which slavery in its every form had 
become commonplace at first reviled 
him, only to canonize him a few years 
later. Theodore Roosevelt was the pre- 
eminently modern radical, simply be- 
cause he applied to the statecraft ot 
a republic the speech, the passions, the 
elemental sense of justice of the people 
who made it.”

The only question that has so far been sprung: that seems likely to constitute 
an issue is that of local option as against state-wide prohibition; and there are 
some who are sdying that this issue really has no place in the present =. 
paign, as the governor to be elected for the unexpired term of Hoke i 
will have to serve with the present legislature, vie 4 will be powerleds to pre-. 
cure any legislation on the temperance or Hquor question until another legis- 


lature had been elected. 


The fundamental question as to whether the sale of 
liquor shall be legally permitted in Georgia, and, if so, un- 
der what prescribed conditions, can be settled in this and 
in any other state in no way save by submitting the issue 


to direct vote of the people. 
The prohibition problem has been sufficiently thresh- 


ture, that it never has been, will be or can be settled: by 
legislative fiat. Illustrations could be multiplied. It is 
common knowledge that in the larger cities of every state’ 
that has tried legislative prohibition liquor is as freely sold 
as in the openly wet states. It is certainly so in Georgia. _ 

The one sure, the only way to make prohibition ef- 
fective in Georgia, or elsewhere, is in putting back of a 


properly constructed law the majority sentiment of se 


people expressed at the ballot box. “Short of ‘that, no 
sumptuary law. can. be forced upon a community. The 
friends of temperance or prohibition may regret that fact, 
but examples in American history, the most emphatic sort) 
of examples, warn them against an effort to fulfill their 
hopes of extirpating whisky unless they have back of them 
duly recorded public sentiment. 

Sooner or later that test must be applied in Georgia. 
The issue cannot be made during the short-term guberna- 
torial éampaign, now pending, because the legislature to 
serve with the governor to be chosen has already been 
elected and has held one session. The campaign in which’ 
the people voted for its members did not remotely touch 


prohibition. No candidate, however courageous, by what- 
ever majority elected, can secure local option or any other 
such legislation from this body. as : yar 

But the next legislature will-be chosen direct on the 
issue of submitting or not ‘submitting the prohibition 
question to the people. — |

They Have Had Taking Prisoners 
to Station.

Before the advent ofthe auto patrol 
prisoners were taken to the police bar- 
racks in the old patrol wagons, which 
have now been discarded, and Officers 
Thomas J. McCarley and James I. Mer- 
cer, who used to guard the prisoners in 
the old wagons, can be often heard dis- 
cussing some of their experiences which 
they had with prisoners en route from 
the call boxes to the police station. 

The patrol. Wagons were open, and 
having no covers the prisoners could 
be seen as the were driven along the 
streets. “They had to stand the weather, 
and many times when they arrived at 
the police station they were wet and 
cold. 

Tom McCarley always adopted a tact- 
ful way, and he rarely ever had trouble 
with the prisoners under his charge. 
It is said that he used to sympathize 
with them and assure.them that they 
would be released on copies as soon as 
they arrived at the lockup. Many a 
time has a drunken, irate prisoner been 
heard to exclaim when he was being 
locked up: 

“Where-in the hell is that little old 
fellow who promised to have me turned 
loose ?”’ 

Jim Mercer is said to have always 
been firm, but kind, to the prisoners 
under his charge, and he, too, adopted 
Sgme diplomacy in keeping wild and 
turbulent prisoners under control, 

Job Was Dangerous. 


1'' oir will see, in those days when the 


wagon was an open affair, and 
there was no auto, which is like a 
prison on wheels, the wagon officer had 
a dangerous, a8 well as a hard job, on 
his hands. Sometimes there were sev- 
eral prisoners in the wagon, and many 
of them were drunk and ready for fight. 
So,the wagon officer had to scheme and 
plan to prevent escapes, as well as to 
keep down disorder and fights. 

‘“T remember on one occasion,’ states 
Tom McCarley, “that I had nine men in 
the wagon, and they had all been en- 
gaged in a drunken row, and Were try- 
ing to fight each other. I had to stand 
up inthe wagon and make them a 
speech in order to stop a free-for-all 
fight. I said to them, ‘My good men, I 
believe you ought to fight this out, and 
I believe you have all been imposed 
upon. Now, if you will keep right quiet 
until we reach the police station I will 
have you all turned loose, and you can 
go into a back alley and have a real 
first-class scrap all to yourselves, If 
you want me to I will referee the fight.’ 
I got all those men to the station house 
without any serious trouble, and as I 
saw them being locked up I walked

quietly away and left them to their 
meditations.” ; 

“I remember,” says Jim Mercer, 
“hauling one night two women who 
claimed the same man for a husband, 
and who had gotten into a lively fight 
over him. They kept up the quarrel 
in the wagon, and when I gaw that 
there was great danger of the fight 
being renewed, I began to talk to them 
about the man in the case and got each 
woman to tell me something about 
him. Well, sir, do you know they got 
to telling such things that the man 
had said that they both got mad at 
him and became friends. One woman 
told the other that the man had said 
she was a toothless old hag. The other 
woman retorted by saying, ‘Why, he 
told me you had ‘false teeth.’ Thus 
they kept on telling things on the 
man until, as I said, they became good 
friends and I don't:think either one of 
them ever wanted the man again.” 

Victims Didn’t Like the Ride. 

“People. used to be ashamed,” Tom 
McCarley says, “to ride in the offen 
wagon; that is, those who were un- 
uscd to it, and I have seen many a 
woman and some men, too, keep their 
heads bowed down in their hands so 
people couldn't see them as the wagon 
passed along the street.’’ 

“Yes, and I have seen some of them.” 
says Jim Mercer, ‘feel so ashamed and 
wretched as to try to kill themselves. 
On many occasions I have disarmed 
prisoners wiio said they woud] rather 
Gie than be disgraced.” 

“Mercy me,” says Tom McCarley, 
“how many times have I seen young 
men get fighting mad when they saw 
the patrol wagon come for them. of 
course, when we could we always al- 
lowed respectable prisoners to ride in 
cabs, but there were very few of them 
to whom we could grant that privi- 
lege.”’ 

“One of the qzeerest 
knew of,” records Jim Mercer, “was 
that of a voman who? deliberately 
raised a row so she could ride in the 
patrol wagon. She stated to me that 
her husband had been taken to the 
police station in the wazon the nigit 
tefore, and had disgraced her. Ha; 
idea was to ride in the wagon so she 
could get even by disgracing him.” 

But it would take a book of many 
reges to tell all the experiences of 
these two veteran wagon officers. As 
they say, no ride by the police to the 
lock-up is a joy-ride, but the ride in 
the auto patrol of today is very much 
nearer to being joyful than the ride in 
the old open patrcl wagon, whcre pris-

The new race has a name—a name as curi- 
‘feus as iteelf—the Jackson Whites. Of the 
origin of the name, more hereafter. . It is 
made up of the combined blood of Indian, 
‘African and a dash of Caucasian, in which 


_ ‘Hessian predominates. It has in its short 


‘existence passed through every phase of its 
greater brothers. Primitiveness akin to that 
of the caveman; a lower culture than each 
of the three races forming it. Next, bitter 


' war of self-preservation against its surround- 


ing enemies; promiscuous mating; a law of 
individual might; a patriarchate; a nature 
worship of its own; clan counsel and clan 
judgment; a chieftainship; interdict against 
mating with “foreigners” and consequent in- 
termarriage; self-isolation, comparable to that 
of the Japanese before Perry opened Nippon; 
continued guerrilla warfare against the civi-. 
lization steadily mounting around it. At last, 
within the past five years, an awakening to 
civilization and a trend, although still keep- 
ing itself intact, toward it. But the Jackson 
Whites are still perhaps. the most primitive 
dwellers on the American continent. 

Take the map of New York, place the point 


\ of a compass on City Hall, draw a circle with 


a radius of fifty miles. This is the theoretical 
“heart of civilization” in the East. Within 
this circle the new race is developing! That 
is the most astonishing part of it all! 

The Jackson Whites occupy the Hovenkopf 
Mountain in the Ramapos. The name is a 
survival of the Hessian part of them. It 
means High Head or High Top. The moun- 
tain is some eight hundred and fifty feet high, 

partly in Bergen County, New Jersey, and 
partly in Rockland County, New York. The 
.border line between the two States runs 
through the mountain—a fact which has been 
of great aid in the perpetuation of the race, 
because the Jawiess could always quickly 
cross out of the jurisdiction of the particular 
State seeking to punish them for some crime. 
The New York portion lies within the town- 
ship of Suffern, where Thomas F. Ryan and 
other millionaires have built magnificent 
homes worth many millions of dollars. 

The existence of the Jackson Whites on 
Hovenkopf has, of course, been known to the 
nearby residents for years, but up until the 

t two years no official cognizance has 

n taken of them either by the authorities 
of New York or New Jersey. Scientists, not 
knowing the ethnological treasure so close at 
band, have made no study of them. 
. Like one of the Lost Tribes, the Jackson 
Whites have lived in their log cabins, scat- 
tered and hidden in the wilderness, well nigh 


primeval in thoughts and habits while New

', York was clothing itself with skyscrapers! 


The opportunity, however, will no longer be 
‘overlooked. To improve upon nature’s tardy 
process of natural selection has beep the 
dream of evolutionists ever since that process 
began to be understood. Long before Luther 
Burbank succeeded in evolving new varieties 
of plants.and fruits by mixing the stocks, 
scientists dreamed of producing new types of 
mén in the same manner. : 

The project has had its difficulties. It is 
one thing to experiment with vegetables, er 
even animals, but another to do it with 
buman flesh and blood. As yet science has 
dared. to do no more than conjecture upon 
possibilities ‘and to hope for a time when 
enlightened public opinion will. countenance 
the sacrifice of the freedom of a few human 
beings for _the_ betterment_of mankind: in 
general. 

But nature on Hovenkopf has fora century 
been patiently working out the experiments 
the scientists did not dare make. The result 
is now to hand with all its latent knowledge 
ready to be brought out for the benefit of 
mankind. An expedition from the Carnegie 
Institute, at Cold Spring Harbor, is preparing 
to spend the Winter on the mountain for this 
purpose. 

The Jackson Whites ere white, Their light.. 
est folk are of a petuliar old ivory tint that 
has no resemblance to Indiamw or negro 
nor of a white cross breed. It ig not un- 
usual to see a white with perfect negro 
features—and the sight is somewhat discon- 
certing. The type of the new race is exem- 
plified by the boy whose picture is printed on 
this page. He resembles none of the three 
races going to make him up. A comparison 
by Dr. Alanson Skinner, of the Department 
of Anthropology, American Museum of Nat- 
ural History in New York, is given fully, how- 
ever, on another part of this page. 

Strange enough there are many albinos. 
One family has had three within the past 
ten years, The proportion of albinos in the 
births seems to be fully 5 per cent, an enor- 
mous proportion, the cause of which will be 
one of the most interesting problems the sci- 
entists will study. Despite the presence and 
the intermarriage with a number of full-blood 
blacks on the mountain, the new racial type 
shows steady increase. The boy whose pic 
ture has been referred to is of a pure black 
mother. One sister is whiter than he. An- 
other is entirely black. : 

Investigation of the origin and history of 
this unique mountain clan is difficult because 
of the ighorance and the suspicion that is 
one of the primitive traits of the people. 

From the best sources of information avail- 
able, it has been ascertained that the Jack- 
son Whites are the offspring of three races, 
as follows: : 

The Delaware Indian, including the Pas- 
cack and Hackensacky tribes, of whose hab- 
itat the Ramapo Hills formed a part. 

The African Negro, including the pure 
Congo blacks escaping from slavery in the 
South, and later freed slaves from the North. 

Caucasian, including four authenticated de- 
serters from the Hessian troops during the 
Revolutionary War and a small scattering of 
Dutch settlers and fugitives from justice. 

The name ‘‘Jackson-Whites” is a puzzle to 
philologists. It is the géneric term. There 
are no Jacksons and no Whites in the colony. 
Perhaps its best explanation is that given by 
De Groat, the head of the Jackson-Whites. 

“Where do you get your name Jackson- 
Whites?” he waa asked. 

“Because we're blacks an’ whites,” he 
answered. PR 

‘Grimm’s law of the interchange of conson- 
ants has nothing which explains the trans- 
position between b] and the j sound.’ Never- 
theless, it is possible that such a transposi- 
tion took place. It has been suggested that. 
Bome of the slaves escaped from a man 
named Jackson, and had, by the custom of 
their time, taken his name. There is, how- 
ever, no record of such an occurrence, and

the fact that there are no Jacksons in the 
clan seems to argue against it. 

The influence of the Hessians and Dutch 
upon their mountain descendants is appar. 
ent not only tn their complexions, which in 
many instances are practically white, but in 
the names they bear. Of the entire moun- 
tain population 95 per cent have the names 
of De Groat, De Fries, Van Dunk and Mann 
respectively. 

The’ influence of the Indians is seen in-the 
features of the Jackson-Whites and in their 
straight black hair. Their temperaments, too, 
are strongly akin to that of the red man. 
They are stolid, cunning and suspicious. 

Of the infiuence of the negro upon this 
conglomerate race there is little to be said. 
Many of the characteristics of the race ap- 
pear among the Jackson-Whites. Their utter 
disregard of marital ties and duties and the 
loose morality generally prevailing among 
this mountain clan must in large measure 
be attributed to the large negro element in 
their blood. " 

Near the summit of Hovenkopf Mountain 
there lives to-day a Jackson-White named 
Bill Mann. Because he is typical of the new 
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Sid De Groat’s House, the Typical Primitive Log Cabin of the Race. 


was a negro hillman named Charles Mann, 
and he it was who won her. 

They lived, together in the mountain until 
her death and brought up thirteen 
children; twelve of whom had chil- 
dren. Bill Mann was one of them. 

In his early childhood Bill was 
a typical savage. The blood of 
three races flowed in his veins, but 
his nature was more primitive 
than that of any of them. He grew 
up in the rugged mountain with-

When he was old 
enough to marry 
he chose one of 
the negro girls 
of the hills.

Their two 
daughters, Lillian and Bess, were 
adopted five years ago by Francis 
Wheaton, the well-known artist, 
and his wife, who came to Hoven- 
kopf Mountain ten years ago and 
established themselves in a cabin 
on its summit with the express pur- 
pose of living with the Jackson- 
Whites and attempting to civilize 
them. Some account of the work 
whieh the Wheatons have done is 
given in another column on this

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‘than those of either the negro or white man. 
Perhaps the most characteristic factor of 
all ig the hair. It is Indian in every par- 
ticular. Thick, black and straight, it might 
have belonged to a Delaware chieftain. The 
skin, too, is soft like that of the Indian, but 
its hue shows the influexce of the white and 
negro blood in the boy. 
_ The border line between the characteristics 
of one race and those of another is so vague 
and indefinite, however, that an analysis of 
this kind does not often mean very much. 
In this instance, however, it shows very clear- 
ly how evenly the three racial elements which 
enter into the make-up of the typical Jack- 
son-White are distributed and manifest them- 
selves. 

Whether or not the Jackson-Whites may 
properly be regarded as a new race depends 
very largely, of course, upon the definition 
of the word race. As a matter of fact, to de- 
fine race is one of the“most intricate prob- 
lems of the anthropologist. Strictly speaking, 


- from a scientific standpoint, it might be dif- 
ficult to classify the Jackson-Whites in that 


way, and yet in a broader use of the term 
there would seem to be no reason why this 
tribe should not be so regarded. 

There is no doubt in my mind that a thor-+ 
ough scientific investigation of this people 
would reveal most interesting information. 


Scientists have not taken the matter up prin- - 


cipally because of the difficulty of getting 
any aid from the natives themselves. Even 
the origin of the name by which the tribe is 
known fs a complete mystery. 


= 


Through intermarriage they are 
nearly all related. The loose code 
of morals formerly existing among 
them, and still prevailing among many of 
them was responsible for a very unique state 
of affairs. The Mrs. Van Dunk of to-day 
became the Mrs. De Groat of to-morrow 
and the Mrs. Mann, perhaps, of the day 
after. It was simply impossible to keep 
track of the ever-changing relationships. Men 
and women lived together as husband and 
wife just as long as was convenient. When 
they got tired of each other they parted with- 
out any ceremony and without any regard for 
the children of these temporary alliances. 
The children sustained themselves as best 
they could, living in the cabins of whomever 
would take them and working for their 
living. 

There was no law recognized among them 
except the law of “might makes right.” 
Technically, of course, these hillmen came 
under the jurisdiction of the States of New 
Jersey and New York. Practically, however, 
the authorities of neither State ever bothered 
them. Even when they committed crimes on 
the hills, as they frequently did in the wilder 
days gone by, no effort was made to appre 
hend them. It was extremely dangerous. 

But even when they succeeded in seizing 
the culprit the officers found it almost im- 
possible to secure the evidence against him 
because of the clannishness of the hillmen, 
who were reluctant to testify against their 
guilty tribesmen. 

“Let them kill each other off,” the authort- 
ties declared; “it is cheaper for the State 
and just as effective.” And so murders and 
lesser crimes in the hills have gone un- 
punished and the bad men of the hills whose 
hands were’ red with blood were allowed to 
live their lawless lives without molestation. 

Mr. Francis Wheaton, who came from Chi- 
cago, and his wife, who was formerly a pro- 
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Ramapos about ten years ago. They were 
then doing evangelistic work and conducted 
a prayer meeting on the top of the nioun- 
tain. 

“When 1 found,” declared Mr. Wheaton, 
“that within thirty miles of New York City, 
the centre of civilization of the Western 
hemisphere, there was more illiteracy and 
immorality than I had ever encountered in 
the South or elsewhere in the United States, 
I decided that here was our work. 

“I bought the place on the top of the 
mountain and fitted the barn up as a studio.

*“When my wife finally came we took up 
the work together. We established a school 
and ran it for five years, when Mrs. Wheaton 
became ill, and after a great deal of effort 
we succeeded in convincing the Jersey 
school authorities that it was up to them to 
continue the work that we had started. A 
regular district school was then organized 
on the mountain top and State teachers were 
employed.” 

Among the Jackson-Whites Mrs. Wheaton 
is known as “the Lady of the White Hair,”a 
system of nomenclature going back to the 
utterly primitive. 

“During my first Winter here,” said ,\Mrs. 
Wheaton, ‘I was grieved to see how inade- 
quately the children were clad. The snow 
was sometimes three feet deep and the tem- 
perature often below zero, and yet all the 
clothing some of the children wore consisted 
of thin, thread-bare, cotton outer garments. 
Many of them did not know what undercloth- 
ing was. Such garments as they wore were 
cut out with jack-knives and other crude in- 
struments and fastened together with rough 
fibre in the most savage fashion. I don’t 
believe there was a pair of scissors on the 
mountain! 

When I first came to the mountain, condi- 
tions were most deplorable. Nearly all the 
women , smoked pipes and chewed tobacco. 
Drunken orgies were the almost invariable 
order of the night. The woods continually 
rang with the sounds of wild revelry. Soft 
negro melodies mingled with the harsher 
notes of old Indian dancing songs and Hessian 
drinking songs. It was most grotesque and 
weird. 

‘The effect of civilization upon these people 
shows itself sometimes in a queer manner. 
Sometimes when I am out walking, for in- 
stance, I will run across a Jackson-White 
woman carrying an up-to-date handbag such 
as a well-to-do New York woman might well 
envy. Then, again, many of the primitive 
log cabins in which these people dwell have 
been partly made over, and a most elaborate 
mansard roof, for instance, will sometimes‘ 
be seen covering the dilapidated walls of an 
ancient log cabin. 

“Most of the inhabitants of the mountain 
have now learned to sew and cut their own 
garments, and in a hundred different ways 
they are more advanced than they were ten 
years ago. 

“I have watched the development of these 
mountain dwellers during the time I have 
been here, and I can see great possibilities 
in them. The longer I live with them the 
more . love them. 

“Bessie Conklin and her sister, Lilian, two 
orphan Jackson-White children whom we 
adopted, show just what may be accom- 
plished with this new race if they are taken 
in hand and given an opportunity to develop 
along civilized lines. Both of the girls are 
unusually bright and could easily pass the 
entrance examinations to any high school in 
the State, although Lilian is only twelve and 
Bessie thirteen years old. Their dispositions 
and habits afe equal to that of the most care- 
fully bred white child, and though the blood 
of three races flows in their veins, the inter- 
mixture seems to have had no detrimental 
effect whatever upon them. They are excel- 
lent Latin scholars. 3 

“Both Mr. Wheaton and I are entirely sat- 
ised with the progress we have made and in 
no way regret the slight sacrifices we may 
have had to make from time to time tn order

jes ever announced in the field of 
American archaeology are contained in 


the newly published fifth .volume of the re 
ports of the Peabody Museum, Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

In this volume Ernest Volk, of Trenton, N. 
J., publishes the evidence he has: discovered 
showing the existence of man at the time 
of the glacial epoch in the Delaware Valley. 
This means that man existed In America at 
a prehistoric period which has been placed 
by geologists as far back as 400,000 years. 

It means that the early American was among 
the first men on earth, instead of being a 
comparatively late comer, as the majority of 
scientists have maintained. 

During the last twenty-five years Mr. Volk 
has explored hundreds of excavations made 
by himself and others on the banks of the 
Délaware River, which in prehistoric ages 
was two or three times its present width. He 
points out that the characteristic soil forma- 
tion of this region consists of (1) a layer of 
black soil on top on which lived the Indians 
who were here when white men first came;. 
(2) below this the yellow drift, deposited by

argillite .ools six inches down in the yellow 
drift, and beneath another 18 inches af black 
soil. 3 

“lt contained,” he says, “under a flat slab: 
of argillite, a beautiful slender argillite spear 
head; also several chipped argillite boulders, 
argillite chips and a number of quartzite 
pebbles, broken by fracturing. No charcoal, 
burnt stone or traces of fire were found. The 
yellow soil was not disturbed below the 
workshop, nor was there any connection be 
tween the workshop and the black soil.” 

' Then came the finding of human bones in 
the yellow drift on Dr. Abbott's farm. 

“On April 21, 1899,” says Volk’s report, 
“two distinct heaps of human bones were 
found. They were six feet below the pres- 
ent surface, and rested upon a stratum of 
whitish sand, coarse, clean. and sharp, six 
inches thick.” 

The implements he found in the yellow 
drift were all of argillite, a kind of slate, and 
of two kinds only, one for penetrating, the 
other for cutting and scraping. They are 
entirely different from the Indian stone im- 
plements, which are made of chert and jas- 
per and many other materials and show a 
high degree of workmanlike skill.

the glacial streams after they had melted, 
and (3) lowest still, the grave) which was 
brought down by the floes of glacial ice. 

Mr. Volk has unearthed large quantities of 
Indian remains in the black soil. _ Below this, 
in the yellow drift, he has found human 
bones and relics of human workmanship of 
an absolutely different and very primitive 
type. Finally, in the glacial gravels, he has 
found human bones and stones that appear 
to have been worked by maa. 

Mr. Volk presents an enormous amount of 
evidence to prove that the human remains he 
found in the yellow drift and the gravels 
could not be confused with those from the top 
or Indian layer. This is the point on which the 
former cantroversies on this subject chiefly 
turned. For instance, he says that any in- 
trusion from the black soil into the yellow 
drift leaves a mark as plain as black ink on 
white paper. Moreover, any breakage of the 
drift is perfectly plain to a geologist, partly 
on account of.the red horizonta) streaks 
which run through it.. 

“Tl found the black soll,” he says, “pene- 
trated and the underlying yellow soil dis 
turbed and intruded upon by the Indians 
through the digging of graves, pits, hearths, 
caches, ash beds, post holes, etc. The first 
trenches were at the extreme last end of 
the Lalor Farm, near a row of sassafras 
trees, known as Sassafras Lane. Here four- 
teen graves were found.” 

Then he began to examine the yellow drift 
laid down at the close of the glacial period. 
The first relics of human workmanship of 
this period he describes were found on the 
Lalor Farm. Here be wound a workshop of 


And now we come to the discoveries in the 
lowest and most ancient stratum of all, the 
glacial gravels. The first interesting dis- 
covery in this formation was a bone which 
was identified at the American Museum of 
Natural History as the scapula of a muskox. 
This was found ten feet two inches down. 

Then, while examining a new railroad cut 
south of Deutzville, Mr. Volk made his most 
remarkable discovery. . 

‘I saw some white object,” he says, “partly 
covered by the sand which was still running 
down from above. The object (a bone, as I 
found it was, after picking it up,). Was one 
foot inward from the face of the bank * * * 
I picked it up; there were two pieces, a large 
and a smaller one; picked up the larger one 
first, then the smaller came to view; picked 
this one up, too, the large piece touching the 
little pebble on the left. Now I took careful 
measurement and found that this bone was 
seven feet seven inches below the present 
surface in a stratum of two feet thick, 
one foot tnward of the p t face of the 
bank between two little. pebbles. 

“After the bone had been sent to Professor 
Putnam for identification it was found to be 
part of the left femur of a human being that 
had been cus off square at one end.. The 
cellular structure had been gouged out to 
enlarge the opening and it had been per- 
forated in two places; it had apparently been 
the handle of some implement.” 

Six days later he found another fragment 
of human bone—part of the parietal bone of 
a human skull, twenty-four feet west of the. 
femur and ten feet east of a polished pebble 
seemingly worked by man

RAINY-DAY PASTIME 
AKE a thin stick of wood a foot and 
a half or two feet long, nail it- to 
four cross-pieces, graduate it jn 
length and six or seven inches 
apart. The shorter, at the top, 
should measure about six inghes. 
_ Cut out of stiff, colored paper (the 
greater the variety the prettier the effect) 15 pieces, 
each three inches square, and slit each piece as in- 
dicated by the diagonal lines in the figure. Out of 


pretty tissue paper cut three round pieces for each 
mill, about the size of a silver dollar, and with a 
dull knife scrape their edges that they may ‘slightly 
curl like the petals of a rose; crinkle them at the 
centre if intended for roses, or from the edge to- 
ward thg centre if for ‘asters or marigulds, and 
thrust a large, strong pin through the middle. of 
each disk, drawing the flower, well down over the 
head; then, bending the opposite corners of each 
square of paper so that they shall all rest over the 
central dot marked on each (Fig. 1), force the pin 
with the flower on its head down through the-five 
thicknesses of paper, driving it well into the wood 
of the frame. In doing this care should be taken to 
avoid creasing the curved edges of the windmills. 
They are placed upon the framework as indicated in 


tthe cut. Very pretty windmills are often made of 


only two shades, common note paper being used for 
the wheels and a bright-tinted tissue paper for the 
flowers. Indeed, those made of common brown 
wrapping paper, without any flowers at all, give 
more satisfaction in a light wind than the more 
elaborate ones described above.

WHO FIGHTS FOR UNDER DOG 


London, September 30.—Walworth, 
one of the largest and poorest par- 
ishes in London and East London gen- 


erally, will lose not only a picturesque 


Character but a mighty worker for s0- 


cial and civic improvements when Can- 


on. Hersley gives up his rectorship of 
the parish in November next to take 
charge of a little village in Kent, 
where he will have only 300 people to 
look after. The change is his own 
choice and is due, he announcés, to his 
keen Bense of the fact that he is grow- 
ing old, and that the big London par- 
ish needs a younger and more active 
man. For 387 Years he has labored as 
curate, vicar and rector in the East 
end of London. 

Canon Horsley is anything but the 
typical rosy-faced, jolly and rather 
stupid church of England parson, who 
thinks his duty done if he preaches a 
couple of sermons on Sunday and pays 
a few visits on week days. From the 
first day of his arrival in east end 
he saw that social conditions there 
were responsible for much of the vice 
and misery that existed. He threw 
himself into the battle for better inu- 
niciphal administration and he soon be- 
Came a terror to slum landiords and 
keepers of disreputable saloons. The 
people appreciated his work so much 
‘tthat they made him mayor of Wal- 
worth, and during his term of office he 
cleafted away 23 acres of slums and 
spent $1,250,000 on better housing. He 
was responsible for the creation o? a 
number of parks and open spaces, anj 
he headed a movement which resulted 
in the establishment of school play- 
grounds all over London. 

But Canon Horsley was not only an 
able municipal administrator. He was 
“a sympathetic friend to all his parish- 
foners as yell, and although he was 
a magistrate as well as a parson he 
dién’t worry much about a man’s past 
record s. long as the man seemed gen- 
wine in the present. At one period of 
his cureer he was a prison chaplain, 
and he teenly relished meeting s°2ms 
of his cld prison acquaintances outside. 
One of hia hobbies is collecting bur- 


io be second only to the “Black Mu- 
seum” at Scotland Yard. The star of 
the lot is an exceptionally fine “jimmy” 
which was presented to him by a pPpar- 
ishioner with the remark, “Maybe it 
wili be safer with you than with me.” 

His long experience in the siums 
hasn't made Canon Horsley a pessi- 
mist and while he recognizes and de- 
plores the decline of the church-going 
habit in Engiand, he admits that 
church-going isn't everything. “Side 
by side with all this seeming careless- 
ness about religion,” he said the oth- 
er day. “There has been an équally 
great decline in immorality, and in 
every class in the community I can in- 
troduce you to rea) saints who make 
no pretense of being religious. I 
know a genuine saint in Walworth 
who gets his living by selling bloat- 
ers in the street, but I don't think 
you will find him at chur on Sun- 
day. I know saints among cabmen, 
cooks and maid servants who would 
be very shy in atecr niin 8 their religion. 
They are not open-moutheg about their 
"faith in God.” 

Canon Horsley has radical economic 
theories. He believes that every work- 
ingman should be compelled to belong 
to a trade union, and forced to abide 
by its rules, ang he believes that the 
state should prevent strikes by com- 
pulsory arbitration and by enforcing 
on employers the payment of a fair 
wage, 

“Some people would call that grand- 
motherly legislation,” he said, “but 
that doesn’t frighten me. My grand- 
mother was a very wise old lady. 
mothers often are.” 

But above all Canon Horsley be- 
lieves in the gospel of hard work— 
for himself and every one else. He has 
no patience with the modern British 
workingman who thinkg more of foot- 
ball and beer than his work, and he 
belleves that’ a fair day’s work is an 
essential carollary to a fair day’s pay. 
His theory of life was summed up re- 
cently in one of his public speeches: 

“Ever since my ordination in 1870,” 
he said, “I have kept before me two 
resolutions-—mever to have ambitions, 
ony never to have any time to my- 
self.”’

The movement developed in England 
as one of the results of a joint 
for improving social conditions 
by men associated with the’ universi- 
ties and the church of England on the 
one hand, and workingmen prominent 
in the trade unions and 
societies on the other. Among the ex- 
periments which preceded the settle- 
ment were the Working Men's college, 
established in 1854: the Wystematic 
promotion of unversity extension lec- 
tures by Cambridge in 1867; and the 
experience ef Edward Denison, who 
lived in lodgings in East London, 
1867 and worked 
Green. It was »-aven proposed, at a 
meeting held in the home of John 
Ruskin, to gather a group 
join Denison. Toynbee Hall, the first 
settlement, was opened in the east end 
of London on Christmas Eve, 
Samuel A. Barnett, vicar of St, Judes, 
was its head for twenty-five years. The 
settlement was named in memory of 
Arnold Toynbee, an Oxford tutor who 
had: fallowed the example of Edward 
Denison, 

The first American settlement was 
the Neighborhood Guild, now the Uni- 
versity Settlement, which was estab- 
lished by Stanton Coit, one of the lec-

The pastor’s salary of the Firat 
Presbyterian church of Atlanta has 
been raised from $3,000 to $5,000, and 
a manse is included, which brings the 
Salary to practically $6,000.

MacArthur 
resigning his pastorate of Calvary 
church, New York, will enter at once 
upon his duties ‘as president of the 
Baptist World Alliance. For the first 
time in the history of Baptists they 
have one official head, giving all of 
his time to their interests. About De- 
cember 1 President MacArthur will 
Start for Russia, spending the Christ- 


mas holidays in St. Petersburg and tak- | 


ing part in the dedication of the Bap- 
tist church in that city, which money 
from America is helping to erect. 

The American divine will undertake 
to interview the czar of all the Rus- 
sias, and will present to him, when he 
does so, a petition from the Baptist of 
America and the world, asking for 
larger relixious I{fberty for Baptists in 
Russia. The petition will also ask 
for like larger liberty for all faiths, 
not Baptist merely. President Mac- 
Arthur expects to take part in Baptist 
meetings in Moscow, and will visit 
Tomsk, Irkurst, Novgorod and some 
other cities to encourage small Bap- 
tist congregations in them, 

From European Russia the head of 
the Alliance expects to go overland 
to Viadivostock and Korea, and San 
Francisco, and visit Canada’s north- 
west in the interest of Baptist exten- 
sion. He will be absent on this world 
tour one year at least, and will aim, 
he says, to make Baptists realize their 
oneness ag a religious body, and their 
greatness as well if they act together. 

Before departing for his tour of the 
world President MacArthur will spend 


a month among the Baptist churches 


of the south, which have become 
tensely interested, he says, in the 
problem of Buptist church extension 
in Russia. They are contributing to 
the St. Petersburg church and will 
send a strong petition to the ezar in 
behalf of toleration. The new presi- 
dent of the alliance has far more in- 
vitations to speak in principal south- 
ern cities than he can accept. 

The point is made by President Mac- 
Arthur that on his world tour he will 
look into and afterwards commend 
the work of the American Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society in foreign lands, 
and do the game with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society while in 
this country. He repudiates any dis- 
tinction between home and foreign, 
and as president of the alliance will, 
he says, Keep in close touch with both, 
as he has always done. 

A peculiar fact about Baptist, Presi- 
dent MacArthur points out, is that they 
have set up in no country a strong or- 
ganization, with barriers and officials 
through whom communication must be 
carried on. Instead, they have loose 
bonds, strong in sentiment but weak 
in authority, so that, at this date, it 
may be possible to weld them together 
under one head at it might .not be 
possible in the case of a more closely 
organized body. Hence, for one thing, 
he believes Baptist millions, for there 
are such in membership, can be welded 
into a world force second to no other 
Christian one. The Rev. Drm Mac- 
Arthur resigns Calvary church, one of 
the greatest in America, to undertake 
this welding process, and having done 
so, to map out far larger ways for 
Gospel growth through them,

SARGE PLUNKETT ON MILLIONS | 
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AS RELATED TO RELIGION 


We can't fool God! 

That is what J] felt like proclaim- 
ing when I read about the great move- 
ment that is to enlist the great mi!- 
lionaires in the religious movement. At 
the start I give it is my opinion that 
the porest old circuit rider that ever 
went ’round the mountain on a horse 
that staggered under its load, with only 
a saddle bag to hold his wardrobe, and 
the Bible his only argument, was capa- 
ble of more good on religious lines 
than all the millionaires of New York 
could ever accomplish by a dependence 
on their wealth to draw the people to 
God. It was a sad day when preachers 
went to adding adjunct aftér adjunct, 
society after society, “ism’’ after “ism,” 
to their church work to raise revenue 
‘or to cater to the whims of popularity. 
To such an extent has this been prac- 
ticed, till the whole Christian world is 
floundering in doubtfulness, and the 
adjuncts, societies, etc., must wag the 
church or they will ruin it. 

Does’ this millionaire movement 
stend as an acknowledgement that our 
church movements have been upon 
wrong lines, or does it mean just one 
more “scheme,” or adjunct, or what- 
ever you may call it, added to the 
others? If it means the first, then 
there is hope, for if our church is not 
‘the righ: church then, surely, the thing 
to do is to ‘‘acknowledge the corn’ 
and strive to find the right. If it 
means the latter, then the millionaire 
movement is only.another one of the 
“schemes,” and will only result in the 
multiplying of “schemes” til whole 
thing goes over the precipie together. 

Folks don't have to be so very old 
to look back at the beginning of this 
forming of ‘“‘schomes" to “progess” the 
church. From stage to asatage we 
“progressed” till it has come to be a 
Question as to which is the greater, the 
baseball athlete or the expounder of 
the scriptures. A few years ago the 
preachers lent themselves to any 
“scheme” that would ‘“draw.”’ Some 
of t..em did “draw,” but they well nigh

made religion a burlesque 
preacher a clown. Several of the ad- 
juncts are larger’ today than the 
church, ang the preachers who refused 
to preach simply to “draw” stand to- 
day simply as back numbers, but the 
cry is still for “schemes,” till, we 
guess, this last “scheme” will soon 
have the millionaires of New York to 
overshadow God and the angels in the 
minds of thousands. But we don’t foo! 
God, and some day these “drawing” 
preachers and smooth-tongued hypo- 
crits who have shook the -faith of 
thousands and lowered the dignity of 
the pulpit will occupy -a very com- 
modious room in that region that Sam 
Jones located just a half-mile this Side 
of numerous localities, especially Ma- 
con, 

But we are not objecting to the rop- 
ing in of these millionaires for a great 
religious upheaval. We have been ob- 
jecting for years till we have wel]l- 
nigh objecteq ourselves into seclusion. 
We have observed these “schemes” in 
their creeping stage, and are no such 
fools as to think that we can ‘turn 
back a current that we could not stop 
at its first starting. These “schemes” 
are too strong now and too numerous 
for a man like me to offer any ob- 
jections to them, and> so if I can help 
the millionaire “scheme” to a know}l- 
edge of present conditions, 
come of the multiplication of adjuncts 
to the church and “isms” among the 
people, I shoulg be glaq to do so. 

These millionaires, we take ‘it, are 
not expected to know the terrible 
blight that the multiplication of ad- 
juncts and the spread of the “isms’ 
has thrown upon religion. It is plain 
that, even here in Georgia and in the 
rural districts at that, men are gcrow- 
ing indifferent about church attend- 
ance; but it has not gone so far but 
what it might be remedied, and such 
a flow of country population saved as 
| might some day purify the towns, 
even New York, jvst as country 
frets purify the poluted waters. 
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Think of that. A little plaster, with a dot of soft B& B 
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This trend of indifference for church 
attendance moves slowly at first; it 
is moving pretty fast now. When this 
indifference gets a hold on a man, he 
creeps and hides. out and makes ex- 
cuses at first, but he hardens to it 
till he smiles a broad smile when he 
hears that the minister preached to 
empty benches on such and such oc- 
casion. But the thing for these mli- 
lionzires to know and ponder over is 
the fact that preachers, even as they 
rant against sin, have short-comings 


' themselves. 


In order to get at the thing under- 
standingly, I must somewhat hint at 
conditions as they now appear in rural 
districts. We have not the kind nor’ 
the great variety of organizations as 
you have in the city; but we have 
enough, and these societies have many 
different methods—some to suit the 
old, some to suit the young. For in- 
stance, we have something to call the 
young people away from home three 
or four nights in every week. These 
gatherings are sometimes the society 
meeting, sometimes its a party, some- 
times a singing, sometimes a “scheme.” 
You can name them what you please, 
but hid somewhere in the matter is 
the desire to raise revenue. 

Whatever these gatherings may be 
ostensibly, the truth is that some 
preacher is behind them. It may be a 
species of missionary work, or it may 
be a denominational fight between 
preachers to keep their flocks in the 
pastures desired. Perhaps tht old dads 
would be a long time in catching an 
to this subtle way of handling the 
children, but for the fact that it soon 
begins to effect “the working qualities 
of the children, and besides he is teas- 
ed to go down in his pockets most 
too often. These society meets are bad 
enough in taking grown folks away 
from home, but when the man sees and 
feels that the thing is being so instill- 
ed and coached into the young that 
there is no hope of ever seeing the 
end, he gives it up, but is bitter. .No 
use for an old man to kick against a 
preacher who keeps hid in the back- 
ground and sets his petty girl ad- 
juncts upon the boys. . 
| Since the millionaires have joined in 
this religious work, there will be no 
use for the preachers to keep organiz- 
ed, “schemes” to raise revenue. The 
old daddies, at last, are the ones who 
must pay these church expenses. The 
society that calls his wife to spend 
more time at the parsonage than she 
spends with him at home, grows a dis- 
gust that is sometimes more sinful 
than staying away from church. If you 
maneuver things to disgust men, you 
may expect to speak to empty pews. 

But we can’t fool God, If this move- 
ment is truly and sincerely to glorify 
the Christian religion, then it is good. 
If it is just another one of the fads, 
then you may rest assured that it will 
fall just as so many fads have fallen, 
after doing far more harm than good, 
God cares no more for the millionaire’s 
millions than He does for trash. Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Rockefeller or the rest 
must lay as low some day as the poor- 
est man in Georgia. The great trouble 
might be that this movement may mag- 
nify these millionaires to such an ex- 
tent that some minds would admire 
these men above God, or, at least, in 
their enthused admiration, would credit 
the men instead of God, 

But we wish the movement god- 
speed. Let us see reverence restored, 
the church preserved, the adjuncts cut 
off and the isms abandoned, To do 
this may involve a revolution in our 
public school system, the which no 
such men as me and Brown could dare 
to combat. If the millionaires fail to 
find any danger in the public school 
system, as run in the rural districts, 
then they are not as smart as their 
accumulation of millions imply that 
they are. And the turning over babes 
to be raised by negroes is another 
thing that we dare not be honest 
about, and so we will steer clear of 
that and wait and see what we do See. 
We make this last mention that the 
millionaires may Know where to start. 
They are liable to begin away up high. 
This would be no more sensible than 
to strive to build one of the sky- 
serapers from the top down. The 
hearth stone is the place to begin and 
the sacredness of motherhood is the 
thing to make large. That no people 
can rise above its motherhood is the 
first thing that these men should pon- 
der. The schools then may be made 
a help to this home foundation and a 
nursery to the church, It must be 
raised, free from meddlers, free from 
“society,” officiousness, but with the 
notion that their homes are the best 
homes, their parents the best parents 
and their church the best church. All] 
this is but a slight hint for the mil- 
lionaire movement, and we suppose 
they will pay about as much atten- 
tion to it as they would for a dog

They would be a thou- 
sand times better off if they’ were out 
in Montana in God's free atmosphere, 
under the glorious lowering skies and 
in the midst of great things. There is 
land and employment for all. We are 
four thousand feet above the sea. In 
a bracing air that gives us cool nights 
and sunny days, and living on a fertile 
soil. There are in New York pretty 
near a million people who, they tell 
me, are so poor they don't have enough 
to eat. How much better off they 
would be out in Montana. But I sup- 
pose most of them are so used to the 
cosmopolitan life that they’d want tv 
Start to walk right back to Little Old 
New York. 

“Out in our state we have a great 
many Swedes and Norwegians. They 
make excellent citizens. In one -or 
two generations they will be very goo 
Americans—as g00d as any of us. 
There is something wonderful about 
the way we amalgamate all these for- 
e gn peoples who come here. The Ger- 
mans, the English, Irish, Scotch, Ital- 
ians and others seem to throw off the 
fetters of race and sink in one or two 
gencrations into the bone and sinew 
of the country and become part and 
parcel of us. It is good to see it, and 
I suppose we need them. Out in 
Montana we are turning to the raising 
of fruit and grain more and more 
every year. It would do you good to 
see the orchards. New England no 
longer has a corner on apples. We are 
raising great apples that in flavor and 
appearance are the equal of any that 
Maine. or Vermont ever sent out. Pears 
are sent from our farms by the train- 
load, and the finest cherries the world 
ever saw. 

“While you are raising big build- 
ings here on Manhattan Island swe are 
raising big men and women out in my 
country. <As I stood admiring a great 
skyscraper I thought what a wonder 
it would be out in our land: but then I 
thought of the mcuntains of Montana. 
I pitied the pecy-¢€ who have never 


seen them. 


UAREER TS ENDED 


Editor of London Express Quits 
Because of {ll Health, 


The Remarkable Career of C. 
Arthur Pearson as a Journal- 
ist—Became Editor of Tid- 
Bits at the Age of Nineteen 
Years. 


London, September 30.—Perhaps 
newspaper finance doesn’t come strict- 
ly into my department of literary gos- 
sip, but, anyhow, I can supply a Dit of 
information in this line t..at will be 
news to Fleet street. I saw this week 
a letter to a British millionaire offer- 
ing to sell him The Express, the half- 
penny paper started by C. Arthur Pear- 
son to rival. Lord Northcliffe’s “Daily 
Mail.” Pearson said he had heard thta 
the millionaire wanted to buy a pa- 
per, and would like to know what 
terms he would offer for The Express. 
As a matter of fact, this was the first 
that the millionaire in question had 
heard of wanting to buy a newspaper, 
and so he paid no attention to the 
offer. 

This piece of news is the rather pa- 
thetic sequel] to a career of almost un- 
exampled success. For the lasttwo or 
three years Pearson has been closing 
out his business interests gradually, 
and it is no secret in Pleet street that 
he is a broken man, as far as health 
is concerned. A couple of years ago 
he broke down under the strain of 
doing half a dozen men’s work, and 
his doctors compelled him to drop all 
business and take a year’s holiday. 
He spent it walking and mountain- 
climbing on the continent, and then 
he came home and began to work as 
hard as ever again. A few months of 
it brought a return of the old trouble, 
and the doctorg stepped in again and 
ordered him off to lead a simple life 
once more. All this summer he has 
been leading it in a caravan in the 
née wforest with hisfamily, eight serv- 
ants and half a dozen tents. 

Most peophke know something of 
Pearson’s wonderful career. He is only 
44 years old now, and he got his start 
at 18 by winning a competition for a 
prize offered by Tid iBits, a weekly 
publication owned by the late Sir 
George Newnes. The winner of the 
competition was to be the person who 
answered correctly the greatest num- 
ber of a set of weekly questions. To 
find the answers Pearson cycled 60 
miles two or three times a week to 
consult a library. The prize that he 
won was a clerkship at a salary of 
$500 a year. 

Abouta year later the managership 
of ‘Aid Bits fell vacant, and Pearson ap- 
plied for the job. Newnes was aston- 
ished—to put it mildly—at the cheek 
of his 19-year-old clerk, but he gave 
Pearson a six months’ trial and Pear- 
son made good and got the job. In 
1889 he was sent on business to the 
United States, and he saw how-young 
men were running thingsthere. When 
he came home he told Newnes that 
the $1,750 a year he was getting then 
wasn’t enough. He wanted $56,000 a 
year and a@ share in the business. 
Newnes couldn't see it, and Pearson 
quit on ghe spot, borrowed $12,500 
capital and started Pearson’s Week- 
ly. In a few wearsthe income of this 
paper was $150,000 a year. 

Lord Northgliffe, then plain Alfred 
Harmsworth, had started “Answers,” a 
little while before this, and whether 
it was imitation or coincidence, it is 
a fact that Pearson followed Harms- 
worth closely in all that he did. When 
Harmsworth started the “Mail” Pear- 
son followed with the “Express,” and 
today the “Express” is secong only to 
the ‘“‘Mail’’ in circulation and profits, 
Harmsworth started an immense mag- 
azine and weekly publishing business. 
So did Pearson. Harmsworth bought 
or started a string of provincial dailies 
affiliated with the “Mail."”’ Pearson ac- 
quired as big a string and. affiliated 
them with the “Express.” About the 
only big thing that Pearson did that 
wasn't anticipated by Harmsworth was 
his purchase of the “Standard,” one 
of the oldest and strongest London 
papers, in 1904. 

Then came the great fight over the 
control of the London “Times,” which 
really marked the zenith of Pearson's 
career. -Pearson learned first that it 
was in the market and secured an 
option on it. The ante-diluvian share- 
holders raised such a row over the 
“half-penny journalist” breaking inte 
the sacred precincts of Printing House 
square that Pearson withdrew in dis- 
gust leaving the field clear for his 
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rival, Lord Northcliffe, who secured 
control of the “Thunderer.” 

Perhaps this disappointment had 
its effect off Pearson's health, for un- 
til then he had stood the effect of hard 
work from early morning every day 
‘uncommonly well. At’ any rate, he 
found that he couldn’t look after al! 
his enterprises and he solq the “Stan- 
dard” ang “Evening Standard” and 
disposed of most of his provincial 
dailies. He had previously got riq of 
most of his interest in the weeklies 
and magazines to Peter Keary, who 
had been his partner from the first 
in that branch of the business. This 
left him practically with only the “Ex- 
press,”” which he is trying now to dis- 
pose of, but there is no fear that he 
will let it go at a bargain price for it 
is an uncommonly prosperous proper- 
ty, and is well managed by Pearson's 
subordinates, 

Pearson’s success doutbless is due 
largely to the way he organized his 
time. He always rose at half past six 
ang Tead all the papers before break- 
fast. By 10 o’clock he was at the 
office of the “Express” or the “Stan- 
dard,” or whichever of his enterprises 
he was spending most time on at the 
moment. He never saw any one ex- 
cept by appointment and he seta time 
limit on every interview. I have seen 
him dictating an editorial to a sten- 
ographer in the intervals of receiving 
callers and discussing big business 
deals. This illustrated one of his most 
striking qualities, the capacity for 
switching his mind suddenly from one 
subject to another, and for becoming 
absorbed in the thing he was doing at 
the moment. He never signed his 
name-in full. That he declared was 
waste of time, and all his letters were 
simply initialea “G. A. P.” Few of his 
employees ever speak of him other- 
wise than as “G. A. P.,” and the fash- 
ion has spread through his newspa- 
per offices where all his editors are 
known to the staff by their initials. 

The protective tariff movement in 
England owes more to Pearson than 
to any one else, if Joseph Chamber- 
lain be excepted. He was one of 
Chamberlain's first converts, and he 
not only threw the weight of all his 
newspapers into the new movement, 
but he organized the Tariff Reform 
League and became its chairman. 
Chamberlain in a public speech de- 
scribed Pearson as “my chief hustler.” 

Whether Pearson retires now or not 
he is a rich man. With the exception 
of the “Standard,” every one of his 
enterprises has been a money-maker, 
and I am told he sold the “Standard”

for more than he pa tot a” MUNN, 
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JEWELS THAT 
HAVE A HISTORY 


(From The London Times.) 

Royal and imperial jewels deserve 
a regal setting, and the wonderful col- 
lection which J. Pierpont Morgan has 
formed during the last few years may 
be described as appropriately “set’™ in 
the sumptuous volume which Dr. G. 
C. Williamson has just compiled for 
the benefit, as Grolier said of his book- 
bindings, of the owner and his friends 
Most of these jewels are now in view 
at the Victoria and Albert museum 
(and their respective numbers there 
are given below to facilitate refer- 
ence); but in the natural course of 
things they will doubtless find a new 
home in a new world, and the only 
record that will remain to Europe will 
be one which is full and exhaustive 
and fascinating in every respect; we 
shall have their printed and illustrated 
history, but the jewels: themselves will 
have gone. 

The histories of many of these prec- 
ious articles would have furnished 
Balzac with “motives” for a cycle of 
romances. All of them have passed 
through one or another famous collec- 


tion; many have been stolen in times 
gone by; others have mysteriously dis- 
appeared from the custody of their 
original’ owners and have remained 
perdu for one or more centurie; whilst 
in some instances the successive own- 
ership, from the time of the article 
leaving its maker’s hands down to the 
present, has been traced almost with- 
out a break. But the history of beau- 
tiful jewels is often one of mystery 
deathbed robbery and criminal attacks, 
and probably if the inner history of 
many of Mr. Morgan's jewels could be 
told, we should have a varied and lurid 
contribution to the history of crime. 
Revolutions have more especially con- 
tributed to the disappearance of beau- 
tiful jewels, which are so easily stolen, 
so successfully hidden and after a 
lapse of years, so diffcult to identify. 


Of the many royal and imperial col- 
lections which have contributed to the 
formation of that of Mr. Morgan, per- 
haps the most romantic story is told 
in relation to the golden chain of honor 
(V. and A. No, 1262) of Christian II. 
of Saxony. This chain is composed of 
thirty pierced ovals of open scrollwork 
decoated with enamels, with the elec- 
toral arms and awhite ‘“C;” it was 
worn by the elector and is seen in the 
portrait of him in the Green Vaults at 
Dresden. 

This chain passed into the possessior 
of Henry of Guntherod (who died in 
1614), an@ was buried with him in the 
Sophien church in Dresden; in 1740 
the grave was opened, the chain taker 
and deposited in the Green Vaults, the 
treasures of which in 1806 were re- 
moved to prevent their falling into the 
hands of the enemy. When the danger 
was over most of the treasures were 
returned, but this chain was “lost,” 
and remained so for nearly a century 
It turned up at a public sale in Dres- 
den on June 27, 1898; by some amazin; 
miracle it was not confiscated by the 
authorities; Herr Guttmann, of Berlin, 
bought it, and some few years since 
sold it, with other objects of art, to 
the present owner. It is believed to 
be the work of Michael Botza, the 
celebrated Dresden goldsmith, anc 
dates from 1600. 


The numerous badges of various or- 
ders include one of the Order of the 
AnnunZiata in enameled gold (V. and A. 
No. 1262); the Knights of this order 
took a solemn vow that they would not 
wear its insignia with that of any other 
order. There are several badges of the 
order of St. Michael. Of the many anc 
beautiful “pendant jewels’’ one of the 
most notable is that composed of 
wrought gold, enamel and ambergris, 
hitherto thought to be wax .(V. and A. 
No. 1262); the value of a large plece 
of ambergris such as this in the six- 
teenth century. would have been very 
great, and the jewel could only have

been made for a person of great 
wealth: its peculiar perfume never 
seems to leave the material; the cen- 
ter plece of this jewel is a small group 
of a woman and three children. It 
originally belonged to the Wencke col- 
lection at Hamburg, and was acquired 
at the famous Spitzer sale in Paris in 
1893, 

Another little romance is enshrined, 
so to speak, in the pendant jewel com 
vosed of two blocks of rock-crystal 
nounted in enameled gold (V. and A. 
No. 538), thought to have been, made 
‘or the famous Spanird the Duke of 
erma, prominent in the reign of Philip 
il, It was the property of a mem- 
ver of this family when it was deposit- 
‘4d in the convent of San Pablo, at 
“alladolid, where ie remained for many 
years and whence it was claimed by an 
heiress of the family who carried if 
off to Germany: the gilded bronze 
figures of the Duke and Duchess of 
Lerma, which, with other objects of 
art formerly belonging to that family, 
were left in the convent, are now in 
safe custody in the museum at Valla- 
dolid. Yet another lttle romance—e 
violent one, probably, if the actual 
facts were known—concerns the cir- 
cular jewel of wrought and enameled 
gold (V. and A. No. 1164), traditiouall: 
work of Ghiberti and 
made for Co#imo de’ Medici, which was 
stolen from e latter’s son one night 
by Lorenzo the Magnificent in Novem- 
ber, 1469, shortly before Pilero died. 

The Guzman cross with relics, richly 
mounted in enameled gold (V. and A. 
No. 995), Spanish work circa 1580, har 
a curious history; it may have belonced 


to the Bishop Juan Quinones y Guzman 
an ancestor of the ex-Empress Eugenie, 


DESTRUCTIVE WORK IS DONE .- 
BY SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE 


Judge W. B. Lamar, of Atlanta, for- 
merly a member of congress from 
Florida, in a communication to The 
Constitution, calls attention to the ex- 
tensive ravages of the southern pine 
beetle, which is, just now, in one of 
its eras of extreme activity, and is 
causing the death of thousands of pine 
trees not only throughout Georgia, but 
in the southern states generally. 

There have been nearly 500 pine 
trees destroyed upon a tract of 155 
acres on Pace’s Ferry road, owned by 
Mrs. Lamar, within the last sixteen or 
eighteen months, and this is only typ- 
ical of the destruction among pine 
trees going on all over the state. 

The United States department of 
agriculture has given considerable at- 
tention to the subject, and has many 
publications relative to it, and methods 
of fighting the beetle and preventing 
its spread. An interesting document 
from the department is presented with 
Judge Lamar’s communication. 


Judge Lamar’s Statement. 


Judge Lamar writes regarding the 
activity of this pest as follows: 

Editor Constitution: Please permit 
me to submit to the public, through 
your columns, the following statement 
of Hon. A. D. Hopkins, who is “in 
charge of forest insect investigations,” 
at Washington City, under the federal 
government. 

2 It relates to the ravages of the 
southern pine beetle” among the pine 
timber in the southern states. This 
Statement was sent to me last winter 
in response to my inquiries, based upon 
the dying of four or five hundred fine 
pine trees, in the summer and fall of 
1910, on 155 acres of land on Pace’s 
Ferry road, purchased in October 
1910, by my wife. 

Before May, 1910, there Was no ap- 
pearance, I am informed, of disease in 
this. pine timber. Yet, by November 1, 
1910, nearly five hundred large pine 
trees were dead, the branches and tops 
of the trees looking as though a fire 
had swept through them. I at once 
got into correspondence with Dr. Hop- 
kins and Hon, Lee Worsham, the Geor- 
gia state entomologist. Both advised 
cutting down this timber in the winter 
months, scaling the bark from the 
trees, and burning this bark, with the 
branches and tops. 

Owing to the shortness of time, I 
could onty ‘have the trees cut down 
and the wood removed from the land. 
But even this did great good. It ex-’ 
posed the bark on the ground to the 
winter rains and freezes. 

This year, 1911, there are not ex- 
ceeding twenty trees, so far, killed on 
this place by che bark beetles. 

In December next I will have these 
trees cut down, the bark scaled from 
them, and burned. 

It would be well for every citizen in 
Georgia owning pine trees for com- 
mercial use, or for ornamental pur- 
poses, t® be on the lookout for the 
pine beetle.” The representatives at 
Washington City would be glad to 
mail to their constituents the many 
fine government publications on this 
subject, issued as “circulars’’ and 
bulletins.” I append a list of the more 
important publications.

Dr, Hopkias’ Article. 

The subject of the pine beetle Is 
treated as follows by Dr. Hopkins of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, under the title of “The Dying 
of Pine Timber in the Southern States: 
Cause and Remedy.” 

“During the first part of the pres 
month the writer made a trip Pay onetoee = 
parts of Georgia, South Carolina and 
North Carolina, to get some first-hand 
information in regard to the dying of 
pine timber reported by our corres- 
pondents. It was found that through. 
out the area in which observations were 
made there are conspicuous patches of 
dead timber, the pumber of trees in 
each ranging from five to six to sev- 
eral hundred and, in some cases, sever- 
al thousand. These centers of infec. 
tion are more or less widely separated. 
In some counties there appears to be 
an average of about one clump of dead 
or dying trees to every square mile, 
while in other counties there is only 
one to five or ten square miles or more. 
A number of these clumps were exam- 
ined and in every case conclusive evi- 


to 


dence was found that the death of the 
trees was caused by the southern pine 
beetle. The broods of the beetle were 
found to be in a healthy and thriving 
condition in the bark of all of the 
infested trees examined, and the great 
numbers of small round holes in the 
outer bark on the trunks of the dead 
trees, in which the broods had develop- 
ed and from which they had emerged, 
indicated that the insect occurs in 
enormous, numbers. 

“It has been known for more than 
40 years that this particular beetle has 
existed in the southern states, and our 
extensive studies of it within recent 
years indicate that it has occupied the 
region since time immemorial. It ap- 
pears, however, that only at long in- 
tervals does it increase to such num- 
bers as to cause widespread depreda- 
tions such as, for example, the great 
invasion of 1890-1893 in the Virginias. 
(See published accounts.) Under the 
normal conditions of its life and habits, 
a few scattering trees are killed by ft 
each year in nearly every county 
throughout the southern states where 
the pine is common. If, however, there 
are from any cause favorable conditions 
for the multiplication of the insect, 
ic is thus able to kill groups of trees, 
and if these groups increase in number 
and size the following year, they con- 
stitute the danger signal] of an out- 
break with resulting widespread depre- 
dations. These are just the conditions 
found in the localities observed, and, 
from the reports received from differ- 
ent sections of the south ranging from 
Texas to Virginia, it is evident that 
they prevail throughout the greater 
Part of at least the short-leaf pine 
belt. Therefore, there is every reason 
to believe that unless prompt tend 
properly directed action is taken by 
owners of pine timber throughout the 
region during the coming winter, & 
large percentage of the best old as 
well as middle ageaqd and young pine 
will be killed within the next two er 
three years. 


The Beetle Can be Controlled Now and 
the Timber Protected in the Future. 


“Published information, as well as 
special instructions on practical meth- 
ods of control, have been sent to all 
of Our correspondents who have ‘re- 
quested advice on the subject during 
the past year. Doubtless in some cases 
the advice as to proper methods of 
combatting the pest has been followed, 
but in every case examined where some 
attempt had been made by the owner 
towards control, little or nothing had 
been accomplished from the fact that 
some of the essential details had been 
neglected. In most cases the dead trees 
had been cut after the beetles had lefe 
them and in other cases the bark from 
the dying infested trees had not been 
destroyed in time to prevent the escape 
of the broods of beetlis. Therefore it 
is evident that in order to bring about 
the proper general understanding and 
application of the most economical and 
effective methods of control and pro- 
tection, it Is necessary for the experts 
of this bureau to conduct some practi- 
cal demonstrations jx, a@ifferent sections 
of the south. With this object in view, 
the bureau wilh establish a forest in- 
sect fielq station at some central point 
in the south where instructions can be 
given and where agents and experts 
will be available for demonstration 
work. 

“In the meantime, everyone who is 
interested in the protection of the 
pine timber on their land, and the pre- 
vention of the widespread destruction 
of the pine throughout the country 
should report to this bureau the loca- 
tion of every large patch of dying or 
red-topped dead timber observed be- 
tween now and the first of next Feb- 
ruary. . 

“The time to conduct the real work 
of control will be between the Ist of 
November, 1911, and the list of March, 
1912, and concerted action in carrying 
out the most economical and effective 
wethods in the affected areas in each 
county of the several states involved is 
essential to succes. 


Methods ang Requirements for Success- 
ful Application. 


“The methods of control will vary 
somewhat in different localities and 
sections of the region, but briefly they 
are as follows: 

“a. The location of dying trees act- 
ually infested with the broods of the 
destructive insects. 

‘bh. The destruction of the broods in 
the bark of the main trunks of the 
trees. This is accomplished in many 
different ways, and wherever the wood 
can be utilized for cordwood, lumber, 
or other commercial purposes, the valtie 
of the product will balance the cost of 
treatment, and in some cases yield a 
profit, but to avoid serious mistakes 
one must know how and be sure he is 
right before he makes the attempt. 

“The advice of the experts of the 
bureau of entomology, United States 
department of agriculture, can be had 
for the asking, and personal instruc- 
tions will be given and demonstrations 
made in sections of the several states 
where the greatest interest is manti- 
fested and where the best facilities 
are offered for rendering the service to 
a large number of owners.

New York, September 30.—(S8pecialL) 
“What natural qualities must a_ gir} 
possess before she ought to choose the 
law as a profession?’ 

“The same qualities as a man—plus 
absolute abjuration of all Woman's 
wiles,” 

And Mrs. Rosalie Loew Whitney, the 
first and most widely known woman 
lawyer in New York, looked up at me, 
not with a sharp-visaged countenancs 
or with snappy utterance, and not from 
a Pile of law papers in a grimy office, 
with a crew of clients waiting in an 
ante-room; but with a serene air she 
left her churn in the dairy of her 
country house inethe Highlands of the 
Hudson. About her romped three 
sturdy sons. Ranged along the wall in 
this cool dairy with its sweet smelling 
herbs and grasses were glasses of neat- 
ly labeled preserves of her own mak- 
ing. Portia as the mother of sons is 
easily conceivable; we could never !m- 
agine her bearing mere women, but 
as a churner and preserver of fruits, 
tamed into the most complete domes- 
ticity, she is a bit startling. 

It was a long time before I could 
get Mrs. Whitney to talk on law. First 
I had to learn of her acquiescence te 
domestic life, and hear recounted al! 
the “cute sayings” of her children. But 
though she has the Gracchhi pride in 
her “three jewels,’ she is still tremen- 
dously interested in her profession— 
for the present abandoned—and espe- 
cially in regard to its new recruits. 

“Today a girl has a much better 
chance, is surer of falr play, than I 
was: for since 1895 (when I began to 
practice) more than two hundred Wom- 
en lawyers have sprung up to smooth 
the path, so I would unhesitatingly ad- 
vise a girl to study law, if she pos- 
sesses a legal mind; that is as neces- 
gary to her as to a man. I would say 
she must always have 
for such a profession.

She must be born with a legal 
tendency of mind, as other# are en- 
dowed with the artistic, the literary 
or the commercial. Even 
girl at school parties, I was always 
given a miniature law ok for a 
favor. Of course, a woman must pos- 
sess a logical mind; no, not feminine, 
or masculine. Logic is logic, being an 
abstract quality it is devoid of sex. 
Then she must have facileness, which 
is not facility; it is surer than that, 
just as fluency writing is some- 
thing more than mere fludity. Being 
business-like is an absolute essential, 
but softened with tact it is more ef- 
fective. She: should be pertinacious, 
and, above all, she has to know how 
to fight, otherwise will be trodden 
underfoot.

Her habits of sobriety, together with 
loyalty and fidelity—unquestionable 
feminine traits—-render her more valu- 
able to her employer than a man, who 
is concerned only with his own getting 
on and uses his employer as a@ means 
to his own advancement.

Their ar- 
gument in refusing one woman's ap- 
plication, though she was sponsored 
by two of the most honored of thelr 
rembers, was that they could not sit 
around in their coat sleeves if she 
were admitted. Rather personal, don’t 
you think, as coming from ‘arge im- 
personal masculinity. Men congregate 
ire clubs to get business—to use each 
other.”

“True, but women’s clubs, while they 
have done much in the last twenty-f ve 
years in coming down from Browning 
to wgettine clean streets, have not yet 
reached the point where the members 
help each other in a business way. 
Then women are not as loyal to each 
other as they ought to be.

Would a 
man dare say: ‘She adds four and two 
together and gets six just like a wom- 
an; how feminine is her subtraction! 
How absurdedly illogical is the way 
She divides ning by ‘three and gets 
three for a result.

tic; therein lies the only difference.” 
“Several years ago, in a western law 
school, there was one Woman stvdent 
to five hundred men. On graduation, a 
prize was offered for the best thesic 
on the dry-as-dust subject of ‘Con- 
tracts.

“The desire for women to work in 
new fields is the result of our old 
amployments being taken from us by 
modern machinery and modern indus- 
rialism.

“When women get the suffrage, not 
only will a few professional women 
be benefited, but all women will br 
uplifted. The one thousand three hun. 
dred and eighty-five women slaving ir 
the mines will be led up, to enjoy the 
light of day; the chains of the Iittl« 
sweat-shop slave will be broken for 
ever; no poor mite of a shop girl wi’ 
stand ten hours a day for $82.55 a 
week; no cRildren will be devoured b 
Mammon in the mills of South Caro- 
lina. 

“The deepest social thinkers today 
believe a social revolution is inevita 
ble. Tolstoi said ft would break out 
first in America. Even the ‘idle rich’ 
themselves are being alarmed at the 
doom, if not of themselves, at least o° 
their descendants. Women's work has 
always been humanitarian, never 
tyrannical. Who Knows what she may 
accomplish in social readjuetment; 
whether sodden riches and abject want 
will face each other so gloweringly 
as they do today? It may be a long 
time before we produce a great jurist 
or architect or physician, but we will 
never evolve a monster woman that 
feeds on lesser women; the slave-driver 
will never be a she; not that we are 
better, but, as the creators of human 
life, we know its value, and will never 
be so ruthless in its sacrifice. Wars 
will gease,. not because we cannot 
fight, but because too many men are 
born merely to cover a fleld for the 
gratification of quarreling powers. And 
thus will the other slaved in our coun- 
try be released. We who have allowed 
slaves so long will be equally slow tn 
becoming tyrants.

CITY REST ROOM. 


(By Mrs. Edward Pearson, President 

of Woman's Club, Concord, N. H.) 

The most creditable work in New 
Hampshire is not- found in those clubs 
that provide simply a lecture and en- 
tertainment course, but in those that 
possess an earnest, progressive spirit 
that wins recognition from the com- 
munities where they are organized. It 
is hoped that the people of our city 
will agree that it is worth while to 
maintain an enterprise that will bene- 
fit {not only the presidents bu the 
strangers within our gates, 

The question of opening rest rooms 
has received earnest consideration in 
this city. Last spring the presiding 
officer of these helpful conferences, as 
chairman of the civic committee of the 
Woman’s Club, presented a plan to the 
board of directors of the club for the 
establishment of a rest room, tea room 
and woman’s exchange to be under the 
auspices of the club. Much effort was 
devoted to creating an interest in the 
Plan with gratifying results, and 
pledges of financial support were not 
wanting. Attempts to find suitabie 
apartments were not as successful, and 
it was also found that the expense in- 
volved was larger than the club coulda 
assume. The board, however, favored 
reserving a portion of the income of 
the year to be used toward definite 
work for the benefit of the community. 

The interest that attaches to Concord 
as the capital city, as the county seat, 
as the place where valuable historical 
and genealogical records are kept, 
brings to our city an ever-increasing 
number of visitots, many of whom re- 
main only for a part of a-day. During 


the automobile season tourists would 
avail themselves of the privileges of a 
rest room. 

The progressive spirit in the west 
and south is resulting in an increas- 
ing number of these rooms each yoar 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Wisconsin, Idahv, 
lowa, Ohio, Tennessee and Virginia 
women’s clubs have taken the iniative 
by weekly subscriptions of 25 cents 
from the merchants, who are heartily 
in favor of the enterprise. The presi- 
dent of the Greenville, Tenn., club writes 
that four of the club members of tact 
and business ability called upon every 
business man in town, soliciting sub- 
scriptions and explaining the needs of 
a rest room for the women of the 
county and towns who came to Green- 
ville to do shopping. Without an ex- 
ception the good citizens confyibuted 
liberally to the cause.

“In the evenings, clubs, gymnastics,

used for such purposes there is a quiet 
room set apart for those who finu a 
tenement room an impossible study.” 

Indeed, a most pertinen® and prac- 
tical question arises, when we think of 
our schoolhouses standing idle a 
greater part of the time. This is a 
century of “utility,” and it behooves 
us to see that every possible force for 
good be utitized for the benefit of our 
children and for those who receive but 
a small share of their rightful piay in- 
heritance. One energetic and optimis- 
tic worker asks: 

“Why should not our people get their 
money's worth out of the school build- 
ings? Why should we Keep the doors 
closed and let the people’s property 
rust out insteag of wearing out? 

“Organizations in towns might get 
together and decide upon some plan of 
interesting tne whole population, Pub- 
lic-spirited citizens could take upon 
themselves the work of committeemen 
and make provision for entertaining 
the people. In the spare room of the 
building a school library might be Iin- 
stalled, and the people might have ac- 
cess to it. A reading room wvuld be 
easy to provide ang maintain. A smal! 
tax levy, or ae popular subscription, 
could provide for equipment of gym- 
nasium and payment for such services 
as would be necessary. Boys’ clubs, 
girls’ clubs, men’s clubs and women’s 
clubs could be organized to meet on 
certain nights or in afternoons. Do- 
mestic science meetings, sewing cir- 
cles, civic improvement clubs, debating 
societies, amateur bands and orches- 
tras could be organized.” 

We get a thrill of satisfaction when 
we read that schools and parks are 
beginning to be used for tnese pur- 
poses. In Winnipeg recently the park 
board purchased 20 acres of land fora 
public athletic field. Winnipeg has a 
park system of 524 acres, chiefly in 
small parks scattered about the city 
where the people have easy access to 
them and are able to use these spaces 
for rest and recreation without going 
long distances. 

This acquiring and utilizing of recre- 
ation grounds should be a main feature 
of work in our woman's clubs and 
junior civic leagues. In Sherman, 
the Woman’s Club has convert- 
ed the “public square” into a park, and 
has set up there a “rest coftage” for 
the use of any and all women who come 
to Sherman, and want an opportunity 
to refresh and smooth out their toil- 
ets before appearing on the streets. 

A sitting room, a lounging room, a 
toilet and lavatory with towels sup- 
plied, electric lights and telephone are 
in this cottage, and the city council 
employs a matron to care for the cot- 
tage and contribute to the comfort of 
visitors.

Mr. Vickery thinks he has about 
seventy-five grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren. The third Mrs. Vick- 
ery, who is living with him now, is the 
mother of two children, a girl, aged 
15, and a boy, called Dock. Dock was 
born in Uncle Jesse’s 88th vear. 

Uncle Jesse is an uneducated, 
not an ignorant man, and can 
read nor write. He says: “I wouldn't 
Know my own name if I saw it on 
paper.” His parents were poor pioneer 
settlers in a country where there were 
no means for education of the chil- 
dren. His father, Eli Vickery, was 
born in Ireland, and after coming to 
America he married Betty Rhodes 
somewhere in North Carolina. 

Vickery, Sr.; was a “powerful preach- 
er, an Indian fighter, and loved to race 
horses, gamble and drink whisky,” 
did many other preachers in those 
dnys. 

The Migration to the Wilderness. 

When Jesse was about 18 or 20 years 
old his father moved the family to old 
Irwin county, near what is now Known 
as Milltown, and at the same time a 
neighbor named Burch located on the 
Ocmulgee and built a house, the only 
one in the section, on a creek which 
has been known ever since as House 
‘creek, and is near Bowen's mill, on the 
north edge, of Ben Hill county. 

The Burch family were herding cat- 
tle and hogs for some other members 
of the family who lived at a distance, 
and who sent in the rations for this 
family séveral times a year. 

Upon one of these periodical visits 
there was found only the hot ashes of 
the house and the cold, scalped bodies 
of its inmates. The night before the 
Indians had scalped and killed the en- 
tire family, so it was thought; but in 
searching around among the bushes a 
noise was heard, and the youngest boy, 
a lad 6 years old, was found. He had 
escaped to the bushes at the first at- 
tack of the Indians, but later they had 
found him, and after scalping him, left 
him for dead. He-’was cared for and 
taken back home with the party, and

The same night the Burch family 
were killed the Indians attacked the 
Vickery family, but owing to the ac- 
tivity of the Indians, the mother, with 
Jesse and the several other smaller 
children, had been sleeping at a spring 
near the house for several nights, and 
so escaped. During this night’ they 
heard the frequent crack of the fath- 
er’s gun, and, although greatly dis- 
turbed, they were not molested, and 
when morning came their few belong- 
ings were packed on the backs of the 
old ox and the one herse and the whole

from the post, they were fired upon by 
Indians in the bushes, and every man 
of them wounded. The man riding 
next to Jesse was killed, and Vickery’s 
own horse was killed by the bullet 
that went through its rider's heel. 
Vickery. says “every man who was able 
ran for the wagons as fast as he could, 
and the Injuns ran just as fast the 
other way, for the swamp.” 

After burying the man who was 
killed, the remainder hurried for the 
post, and Jesse was detailed with 
twenty fresh men to follow up the In- 
dian trail. When they reached the 
place of ambush they found that the 
Indians had returned, dug up tne body 
of the dead man and scalped it. 

The trail led straight for the swamp, 
and Vickery, with his men, followed to,

the edge of the swamp, where they | 


separated, a few men going north, a 
few ‘south, along 
Jesse and a few others followeu 
trail into the swamp. It was now 
dusk, and the trail was soon lost. 
During the night they became con- 


fused and lost their bearings and for} 


seven days and nights they wandered 
among the vines, trees, mud ang water, 
with snakes and alligators in abund- 
ance trying to find their way out. 

On the dawn of the eighth day they 
found themselves at the edge of the 
swamp, but where and which side of 
it they were they could not tell, and 
the tall grass prevented them from 
seeing any distance away. While they 
were debating what to do, the sound 
of a gun was heard in the distance, 
but whether friend or foe they did not 
know at first. Soon a second shot 
was heard, then a third, a fourth and 
others followed in regular intervals, 
and they knew then they,were not for 
from their post. Every morning at 
about that time, the men of the ¢com- 
pany were lined up and obliged to fire 
and clean and reload their guns. 

They reached nearly dead from hung- 
er and exposure. All this time Jesse 
had been suffering from the wound in 
his heel, and he was discharged and 
sent home as soon as he was able to 
travel, having served in the Cherokee 
war for fourteen months.

Peach Tritle—Arrange alternate lay- 
ers of cocoanut macaroons and thinly 
siiced peaches sprinkled with oe in 
a deep glass disa.

‘'ruit Bavarian Cream—A thoroughly 
delicious variation of the familiar Ba- 
varian cream can be made by using a 
combination of fruits. To make a suf- 
ficient quantity to serve eight persons 
allow one pint of cream, eight bananas, 
four oranges, fovr tadlespocnfuls of 
lemon juice, one and one-haif cupfuls 
cr powdered sugar and two tablespoon- 
fuls of pulverized gelatine. Soak the 
welatine in ome-quarter of « cup of 
cold water, then. dissolve it in equal 
quantities of boiling water: Whip the 
cream ahd stand itt on ice. Peel the 
tananas, slice them ani rub through 
a sieve. Add the pulp and juice of the 
oranges, the iemon juices and th3 
sugar. Blend thoroughly and mix well 
with the gelatine. Stand in a cval 
place to stiffen. Add the whipped 
cream, stir all lightly together, pour 
into a mold and stand on ice until 
wanted. Turn out on a flat dish and 
serve either with plain cream or wita 
whipped cream. piled about the base of 
the mold.

“And to add force to the innovation, 
several foreign licenses of the high- 
est prestige—-makers of the Panhard, 
Daimler, Mercedes and other famous 
cars—have eritered upon vigorous ad- 
vertising campaigns to sell in this 
country their newest models, equipped 
with the same motor. 

“Designed by a Chicago engineer, 
Charles Y. Knight, the motor was built 
in a small wavy for several years. But 
it was not until after a long period of 
indifferent business and financial 
struggle that the new motor loomed 
suddenly into prominence in England, 
ag a result of its remarkable perform- 
ance in very successfully passing some 
exceedingly secere tests imposed by the 
engineers of a British automobile club.

Once more the Tennessee Copper 
Company and the devastation alleged 
to have been wrought in north Georgia 


Copper Hill are in the limelight. 

The opinion prevailed generally some 
time ago that the copper company had 
practically complied with its agree- 
ment with the state and had to a large 
extent abated the nuisance’ which, it 
was claimed, had been doing great 
damage to growing crops and vegeta- 
tion in several of the counties of north 
Georgia. 

_ However, affidavits to the number of 
|nearly two hundred have piled up in 


| the office of Attorney General Felder, 
all of which declare that the copper 
,company has not abated the nuisance 
'@nd that the damage done to crops by 
the fumes arising from the sulphur 
plant is just: as pronounced now as 
ever, 
Making Aum Investigation. 

So persistent have become the com- 
plaints from the citizens of the local- 
ity that Governor Smith and Attorney 
General Felder have taken the matter 
in hand, and are now actively investi- 
gating the complaints against the com- 
pany. 

General Felder will make a personal 
trip of inspection to the copper plant 
at an early date, and will ascertain for 
himself as far as is possible the 
amount of damage that is now being 
done. 

The state of Georgia, under a decree 
Sranted by the United States supreme 
court four years ago, can go into that 
court and demand a permanent injunc- 
tion against the company and shut 
down its plant. 

The reason this has never been done 
Is the fact that the copper company en- 
tered an agreement with the state, 
through former Attorney General Hall, 
that it would not operate its plant to 
a Sreater degree than the capacity of 
its sulphuric acid plant to convert the 
Sulphur’ fumes into acid.

A shipment of leather having been 
/made by H. Wilensky & Sons, local mer- 
'Chants, was sent to Florida and for 
some reason was returned. Wilensky 
Claimed the shipment had been dam- 
aged by the delay to the extent of $5. 
.and while the freight charges were 
only $3, he demanded that the company 
turn the shipment over to him without 
payment of freight. The company re- 
fused, on the ground that the freight 
charges must first be collected, and 
then the shipper should put in his 
claim. 

Wilensky refused to do this and sued 
the company for the entire value of the 
shipment. He obtained a verdict in the 
justice court, but the case was dis- 
missed by Judge Ellis, of the superiér 
court, 

The case was carried to the court of 
appeals, and after a year this court 
failed to reach a decision and 
ferred it to the supreme court.

It may occasion some surprise that 
the United Sttaes and Great Britain 
both import cotton grown in China. 
Consul General 8. S. Knabenshue. of 
Tientsin, states that the larger part of 
the 19,353,867 pounds of native cotton 
exported in 1910 was taken by these 
two countrics and* Japan. This was 
six times as much cotton as was 
shipped the previous year. The prohi- 
bition of the cultivation of poppy for 
the opium trade gave a tremendous 
impetus to the growing of § cotton. 
There is a brisk demand for Chinese 
cotton, which has a short staple. but 
for which the manufacturers find many 
uses, as the fiber is stronger than that 
of the American cotton. On the plains 
of Honan and in the Wei Basin jarge 
quantities of cotton are grown. This 
cotton is transported over the moun. 
tains by coolies and pack mules. For 
carrying 100 pounds of cotton sixteen 
miles a day over rough mountain roads 
the coolie is paid the equivalent of 
* cents United States currency. To 
transport ore pound of cotton 256 
miles in this way costs about 1 cent. 
At Chengtu, in the province of Szechu-

The system by which cloth from

A Chinese dealer who wants to buy 
goods gets a compradore to introduce 
him to the foreign merchant at Shang- 
hal, through whom he places his order 
for, say 1,000 bales of 3-yard sheeting. A 
tentative price is agreed upon. There 
are twenty 40-yard pieces in an ordi- 
nary bale of sheeting. The Shanghat 
merchant cables the offer he has re- 
ceived to his New York house. Say 
the rate is 211-3 cents a piece, c. i. f, 
delivered at Shanghai. The freight 
and merine insurance amounts to 
three-tenths of a cent a yard. 

The American exporting firm charges 
a commission of 1 per cent for buying, 
and also the freight and insurance. 

Usually Done Through New York. 

The New York broker places the or- 
der with various mills in this country 
if he can, or wires back to China that 
he cannot secure the goods at the price 
egreed upon. If the factor in China 
Cannot secure the goods form an Eng- 
lish house, or if the Chniese merchant 
prefers American goods, a new offer 
is wired at the price fixed by the 
American mills. The mill is not usu- 
ally furnished the name of the Shang- 
hai merchant, but simply consigns the 
goods to Shanghai and puts on the 
bales the importer’s marks.

FACE Bll STRIKE 


At 10 O'Clock Saturday Morn- 
ing Practically All the Shop- 
men Walked Out 


STRIKE HITS ALL LINES 
OF THE HARRIMAN SYSTEM 


From Chicago to the Pacific 
Coast the Shopmen Quit at 
All Points — Federal Injunc- 
tion Granted Against the 
Strikers in New Orleans—Ef- 
forts to Compromise Failed.

Chicago, September 30.—The threat- 
ened strike of the shopmen on the Har- 
riman lines to enforce recognition of 
their newly organized federation be- 
came a reality today. The number of 
men w quit in the fifteen states af- 
fectedqwas estimated at between 20,000 
and 30,000 by the union men, although 
Julius Kruttschnitt, vice president of 
the Harriman lines, in a statement to- 
night, said the number ¢.was much 
emaller. 

Reports from most of the points in- 
dicated that the men walked out with- 
out demonstrations, and no rioting 
Was reported. Traffic was continued 


without interruption, and the railroad ; 


heads say that the shopmen’s strike, 
even extended, would not interfere 
with transportation. 

Strike Order Generally Obeyed. 
‘The response to the strike order was 
g®eneral throughout the middle west 
and in the south. 


The men had received notices from 


* the international presidents of the five 


crafts directly involved, and when the 
hour came they laid down their tools. 
At New Orleans, where he strike al- 
ready had extended from a strike of 
the Illinois Central clerks and the men 
had been out several days, two men re- 
celved jail sentences for violation of 
federal injunction restraining them 
interfering with the company’s prop- 
erty. 

In the far west it was said by the 
six roads a small percentage of work- 
ers responded to the strike call, 

Statement by Kruttschnitt. 

Viee President Kruttschnitt 
the following statemrent: 

“At many of the intermediate points 

on the Union and Southern Pacific 
lines shop forces were laid off to 
reduce working time and effect reduc- 
tion of expenses. At other points no 
men at all went out, and at some points 
qgniy one or two. 
‘“Train schedules on all lines are nor-

TURKEY RUINED 


BY YOUNG TURK 


So Says Eminent Turk in Dis- 
cussing the War, 


Alleged That Young Turks Have 
Wasted Empire’s Resources 
in Internal Strife—lItaly’s Ac- 
tion Styled a Grab--War May 


Involve the Powers. 


By Edward Marshall. 

New York, September 30.—(Special.) 
In these days when there is so much 
talk of a worlq peace the news from 
Turkey makes the cynic smile. Italy 
made no more bones of unexpectedly 
declaring war than Japan did. There 
was no tendency to wait for argument 
and diplomatic confab. Carnegie’s in- 
fluence has not spread, evidently to the 
Mediterranean. I know an eminent 
Turk. He said to me this evening: 

‘Of course, we can not hope to 
win a war with Italy for Tripoli, our 
last stronghold on the North African 
coast, but we can fight and will fight. 
Our nation has been torn by some ses- 
sions. The Young Turks movement 
which drove out Abdul Hamid reached 
its zenith quickly and began on its de- 
Cline; and that, to my mind, is un- 
fortunate in view of what is happening 
now. That Italy is acting under a se- 
cret agreement of the powers, and 
merely taking, as she grabs for Tripoli, 
the slice of Africa which has been al- 
lotted to her, no Turk has any doubt. 

“In the event that my poor country 
should arise in her potential might and 
Smite at the invader, as she could if 


j . 
she were organized and as she may, if 


war heals our internal differences as 
war sometimes does the internal differ- 
ences of nations, no one can t@ll what 
may occur; but even the most hope- 
ful of us have but little real belief that 
this will happen. 

Turk’s Navy Weak. 

“We have a navy, but it 
great navy, {s not well equipped, is noc 
manned, I fear, by crews of quite un- 
questionable loyalty, although there is 
a chance, of course, that a common 
foe may reconcile the 
real forgetfulness of Turkish politics 
and enable them to fight as their fath- 
ers would have fought. But that we 
cannot tell about. The present situa- 
tion,, really is an outgrowth of our own 
mistakes. 

“Tl consider an attack on us, at this 
time, the gravest of injustices, but we 
are now much weaker than we ever 
have been in the past through our own 
foolishness, and it is, therefore, an 
ideal and logical time for anybody to 
smite us. The Young Turks have 
wrecked the nation when they should 
have saved it and had declared that 
they would save it; they have wasted 
our resources; they have fought their 
friends and their blood kin in their 
attacks on the Albanians, the Yemo- 
nites in Arabia and the Druses in Ho- 
ran. The subjugation of these prov- 
inces, which was not necessary in the 
least, or even just, cost millions which 
might have been much better spent in 
bringing up the Turkish army to 4 
plane of real efficiency and in con- 
structing warships and equipping them 
and manning them. It is sad, but true 
that of the few ships which we have 
the crews are so dissatisfied that noth- 
ing but the most exalted patriotism will 
compel them to fight well, and the 
Young Turks movement has not, really, 
preserved that patriotism as it should. 
If the Young Turks had not wasted 
money wildly on small wars we might 
have had a navy and not borne a tax 
one centime greater than the one which 
has been forced from us without return 
of any value. 

Chance For United Sates. 

“Fighting thus among ourselves; 
animated, as too many of our leaders 
have been, by the most grossly selfish 
we have laid our nation open 
to the spoliation of the greedy. The 
United States alone among the nations 
has not made an effort to share in the 
loot of our dismemberment, and there 
are Turks of brains and influence who 
consider her the only sincere friend 
which Turkey has in all the world. I, 
myself, am hopeful that she may at 
least offer her good 0Ooffice to the 
warring nations, as she did to Russia 
and Japan. That was a voluntary act, 
and achieved wonders. There is an op- 
portunity in the present situation for 
President Taft to win as great dis- 
tinction as your other president, Roose- 
velt, on ti occasion.” 


Il aske* im if he thought the dan- 


ger to the few Americans in Turkey to,

be great, ard he answered: 

“Turkish sentiment is very 
to Americans, as I have said, but many 
who are not Americans may claim to 
be, in case of riots against foreigners, 
and when have mobs stopped carefully 
to figure out the truth of claims at 
such times? Englishmen cannot expect 
much mercy, logically, at the hands of 
Turkish mobs, inflamed by the belief 
that England tis the friend of Italy, 
and, possibly, her backer in this vicious 
blow at Turkey. How could a Turkish 
mob dist 'nguish Englishmen from 
Americans? A Mohammedan mob is 
possibly the hardest in the world to 
hold in check.” 

But to the thoughtful students of 
events the danger to the foreign resi- 
dents in Turkey is one of the 
serious matters to be considered in the 
president situation. A great war, 
volving all southeastern Europe, 
who krows how much more, 
easily result from Italy's aggressive

action of the last few days. These re- 
cent years have not seen a great nation 
take a step against a weaker one quite 
parallel to Italy’s attack on ‘Turkey. 
Japan crippled some of Russia’s tor- 
pedo fleet in Port Arthur without 
forma! declaration of hostilities, but 
both nations were prepared for war, 
and had then been expecting it for 
months. Italy began war without 
warning, when no one expected it. 


Why Is Italy Fighting? 

No one Knows exactly what the con- 
flict is about; 
who is urging Italy into it. In 1878 the 
Berlin congress gave to Italy the right 
of peaceful penetration into Tripoli, 
and Turkey quietly agreed to this. 
Italy, under this agreement, establish- 
ed colonies at Tripoli and Cyrenica. 
That the Italians, therefore, have a 
right to their interest in the territory 
most directly involved is undoubted, 
but in exactly what way Turkey has 
aggressed against that right sufficient- 
ly to justify armed conflict no one 
seems to know, at present, in America. 
Dispatches indicate that those who are 
much nearer to the seat of trouble are 
equally ignorant.

An American who traveled much In 
Turkey said to me tonight that the 
Young Turks do not, at the start, make 
really good soldiers, that they resent 
discipline, and they are not naturally 
g00d marksmen. They know even less 
about the handling of fire arms, he said 
than the average young American vol- 
unteers, which may be regarded as an 
extreme statement, and they are harl 
to teaeh; but he said he believed they 
would tnake up for this in spirit and ho 
predicts at least extraordinary courage 
in battle. 

But these matters are, really, scarce- 
ly worth considering. If Italy is let 
alone, the war with Turkey will be net 
more disastrous to her than our war 
with Spain, which was not, really, dis- 
astrous, as wars zg0, Cuba was close to 
the United States and far from Spain.

Railroad officials worked alf night 
preparing for the strike of shopmen by 
removing hundreds of locomotives and 
cars from the shops. a 
INJUNCTION IS GRANTED 

AGAINST THE STRIKERS 

New Orleans, September 30.—Strik- 
ing employees of the Illinois Central 
and Yazoo Valley railroads were today 
permanenty enjoined by order of the 
United States circuit court from inter- 
fering in‘any manner with the affairs 
of these railroads. The injunction is 
sweeping and applies to “any person” 
within the jurisdiction of the court.

The non-residents pay $15 for a license 
and the warden gets $3. Atlanta>is a 
center for the- railroads coming into 
thé state, and many hunters froin 
other states will .take out licenses 
here. Two hundred non-residents will 
pay $600 in fees to the warden. Natu- 
ratiy the local aspirants for the office 
are sore, for it is not every day that 
a plum worth $53,600 a year falls te 
a man living 70 miles from his office. 
Mr. McCerd, according to informa- 
tion from Crawfordsville, will not move 
to Atlanta, but hopes to fill his office 
while keeping his residence in Talia- 
ferro county. “Mr. J. W. McCord leaves 
on the 3:10 train this afternoon and 
will probably not return to Atlanta for 
six months,” said his nephew, H. Y.

When the news of McCord’s appoint- 
ment came to Atlanta, The Constitu- 
tion immediately instituted a search

After a search through the city di- 
rectory, both telephone directories, the 
city and county tax books and the 
registered voters, a telegram was sent 
to State Game Warden Mercer at Fitz- 
gerald asking who McCord was and 
where his residence. No answer was 
received to three such telegrams, and 
finally a doctor in Fitzgerald was 
wired. The desired information then 
came from Mercer. 

According to the information gath- 
ered by The Constitution, Mr. McCord 
haS not now, or has ever had, any 
connection with Fulton county and At- 
lanta than that his brother, H. Y. Mc- 
Cord, is a prominent citizen here. 

Game Warden's Duties. 

In the following extract from. the 
&ime law of 1911, a county game war- 
den’s duties are outlined: 

“Section 5. He shall appoint game 
and fish wardens and deputy wardens 
in each county of this state, such ap- 
pointees to hold: their office for the 
term of two yedrs unless sooner re- 
moved for cause by the commissioner, 
Such wardens’ and deputy wardens 
Shall enforce all the provisions of this 
act and all other laws in reference to 
same and fish in their respective coun- 
ties. Such wardens and deputy wardens 
shall receive §3 per day while acting 
under. the special directions of the 
commissioner with reference to the 
discharge of their duties, which sum 
Shall be paid out of the fame protec- 
tion fund provided by this act. Each 
county warden shall receive one-fourth 
of all fines and forfeitures and penal- 
ties collected in the county in which 
he holds office, imposed for violations 
of this act, where he does not furnish 
the evidence necessary to convict. fT 
he does arrest, or cause the arrest and 
furnish the evidence necessary to con- 
vict, then he shall have three-fourths 


Of such fines, forfeitures and penalties. 
Any person arresting or causing to be 
arrested offenders under this act and 
furnishing the evtdence necessary 
convict such offenders shall 
one-half of all fines, 
penalties imposed and 
Such offenders and legal fees paid to 
constables. The remaining portion of 
fines imposed and collected shall be 
forwarded to the State game commis- 
sioner and by him turned into the 
treasury to the credit of the game pro- 
tection fund. The county warden ghall 
receive 25 cents for each county license 
issued by him, $1 for each state license 
and $3 for each non-resident license 
issued *by hini. All eounty wardens 
shall keep a record In the office of ths 
clerk og the court in their respective 
counties, which Shall be open to the 
public, Siving the names of all 
ine parties holding resident, county 
and state license and non-resident 
State licenses issued by him. This rec. 
ord shall also show the names, offenses 
ind fines imposed on all persons con-

“Flour-milling would hardly be call- 
ed a dangerous industry if compared 
with such industries as mining and 
lumbering, but nevertheless it took 
nine lives anq caused fifteen serious 
and 126 desser accidents in Minnesota 
during the year ending July 31, 1910, 
writes Don D. Lescohier in The Survey. 
“Two elevator agents were the victims 
of ojly floors. Both slipped when 
starting their gasoline engines when 
fell between the belt and pulley of his 
engine and was badly crushed, and the 


other thrust his arm through the fly-. 


and lost his arm above the el- 
bow. The accidents call attention to 
a widespread danger, namely, the as- 
sumption that an oily floor near an un- 
guarded belt or fly-wheel is not dan- 
gwerous to an experienced man. Nine 
times out of ten, when you call the em- 
ployers’ attention to such conditions, 
he will’ tell you that no one goes near 
the engine but the engineer, and that, 
therefore. a muard rail is unnecessary. 
Tn a recent visit to the engine room of 
a state agricultural college, in com- 
pany with the professor of engineering 
of the institution, I called his attention 
te such a condition—an olly floor and 
ar unguarded five-foot fly-wheel 
his reply was, ‘Oh, the men at this 
plant are old men and we dont allow 
the students to come in here.’ 

“The elevator agent injured in the 
accident last cited had been starting 
that engine for five years, and the one 
who fell jnto the belt was also’ an oid 
employee. In a moment of haste or 
preoccupation the most experienced 
and careful man is apt to be caught 
by such a danger and nothing but 
sanded or otherwise guarded floors 
and properly protected machinery can 
relieve us of. these entirely . unneces- 
garv accidents.”

Atlanta is a great ang rapidly grow- 
city. The question of water sup- 
Ply is one of life and death, and 
ample provision is not made for it, it 
will eventually result in depopulation 
and ruin. It will not do to wait until 
the actual] necessity is upon us. Prep- 
aration should be made now to meet 
not only the present increasing de- 
mand On the system, but the probable 
demand for the future. 

The daily consumption of water in 
the city for the year 1896—the first 
year of my connection with the ‘de- 
partment, Was 4,797,588 gallons. In 
1909, the last year of my connection 
with the waterworks department, the 
daily consumption in the city haq in- 
creased to 11.484,929 gallons, and wa- 
terworks report for 1910 shows a daily 
consumption of 13,613,429 gallons. If 
this percentage of increase should con- 
tinue in a very short time the depart- 
ment in its present condition will be 
unable to supply the demand. 

Beginning with the year 1896 we had 
a little over 70 miles of high pressure 
mains in the system; in 1909 we had 
about 206 miles; last year, 1910, there 
was added about 28 miles to the high 
pressure system, increasing the 
age to over 234 miles. This increase 
in our high pressure and distributing 
System ang the consequent increase in 
consumption of water will necessarily 
cause a heavy drain on the system. As 
a temporary relief I’ will suggest the 


| raising of the rip-rap dam at the river 


below the intake about four (4) feet, 
$0. aS.to force the water over to the 
intake; at present there is not enough 
water to supply more than two pumps 
and often not more than enough to 
supply one pump, By raising this dam 
we could get a greater head of water 
to supply the intake, but this ‘would 
be only a temporary expedient. In a 
few years the city wil! be compelled 
to build a dam across the Chattahoo- 
chee river at some available point 
above the pumping station to provide 
for a reserve reservoir which would 
supply the intake well at pumping 
Station by gravity, ang as it would 
take several years to accomplish this 
work, the matter should be considered 
now. 

In my report. to the water board for 
1896 I calleq attention to tHe: condition 
of the river at that time and = the 
danger of the flow of water failing to 
reach the intake, by reason of the fact 
that the river had &@ tendency to flow 
on the opposite side of the bank from 
the intake and the bottom of -the river 
at that point being of rock. ard slop- 
ing in that direction. At that time 
there was plenty of water on that side 
of the river, but only 2 inches over 
the intake. -] built a rip-rap dam 
about two-thirds of the way and di- 
agonally across the river from the op- 
posite bank and below the intake and 
this brought the water over to the 
intake and raised it to about 16 inches. 

The excess of pPumpage since 1896 
has been so great that we are prac- 
tically in the same condition at the 
river as We were at that time. By 
raising this dam obout four (4) feet it 
will materially increase the supply to 
Our pumping station at the river. 

As an auxiliary supply I would sug- 
gest the ultimate use of the old Lake- 
wood reservoir, which has a daily ca- 
pacity of about 2,000,000 gallons: this 
coulq be used when needed for fire 
and Sanitary purposes in the congest- 
ed downtown business districts, where 
property values are greatest: this plan 
would reduce the demand on the pres- 
ent system and at the same time be a 
course of double security in that par- 
ticular locality shoulq a serious fire 
occur and any accident happen to the 
pumping or piping system of either 
plant which would put them out of 
service. A serious fire in this business 
center would cost much more than the 
cost of installing this duplicate svs- 
tem. 

Very few people in Atlanta know. the 
danger of the system we operate here. 
Atlanta is so situated, being about 
170 feet above the pumping station, 
that there is constant danger of the 
breaking of pumps and water mains on 
account of the very heavy pressure 
we are requireg to carry to supply the 
city with water and to furnish water 
for the high buildings in the city, and 
taking friction into consideration, we 
are at all times pumping against a 
head of over 250 feet. The regular do- 
mestic pressure we carry is 120 pounds 
to the square inch and for fire 150 
pounds to the square inch. 

It is an arbitrary condition 
upon the waterworks system of At- 
lanta and unavoidably by reason of 
physical conditions and surroundings 
that we have to pump at all times 
against a constant and varying head 
and that we have to conform our- 
selves to this system and recognize it 
as an.accepted fact, hence the neces- 
sity and importance of installing ma- 
chinery of the highest class, It is not 
economy for a waterworks system 
such as Atlanta has to. install cheap 
machinery of any Kind; the regult may 
prove very serious and expensive; a 
breakdown in our system with a fire 
on hand at the same time would be 
disastrous. The purchase of the last 
pumping engine put in service at our 
Hemphill pumping station should be a 
lasting object lesson.

I will also recommend that the 60 
cents per month, minimum, now 
charged for water be abolished after 
twelve months from date of making 
each tap and the charge for water 
after the first twelve months be made 
for only the actual amount of water 
used, which would be 9 cents for 1,000 
gallons—should the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion be allowed—instead of 10 cents 
for 1,000 gallons, as now charged. 

This minimum charge of 60 cents per 
month is baseq on the. idea that the 
charge of $15 for ordinary domestic 
tap and the $7.20 minimum charge for 
twelve months would about. cover the 
cost of material and labor in making 
tap and the cost of pumping water for 
twelve months. 

There are many other matters that

Right at this good minute, al- 
though he is assured of the National League championship, John McGraw is 
watching the Cubs and refusing to consider the Athletics.

This time of the year—in fact, about this time every year-—the dope- 
sters throughout the length and breadth of the United States are working 
out the world's series possibilities. Some of them Know what they are talk- 
ing about, others don’t, but believe they do, while a third class comes 
under the head of mere guessers. 

Which division I belong to, I hesitate to say, though, of course, not 
the first. Assuming that the last class finds yours truly as a charter mem- 
ber, [I will endeavor to tell you why I like the Giants. 

As related above, I base my contention that McGraw'’s White Way Won- 
ders will cop on the strength of their pitching staff, which is a powerful 
= in a series of this length, seven games at the most being 
played. 

In Christopher Mathewson and Richard Marquard, McGraw possesses 
two of the really great pitchers of the game. On advance dope, it looks 
like he will work them on alternate days during the series. They have 
proven that they can do this effectively. 

Admirers of the Athletics bring forth the argument that Matty and the 
Rube have not pitched against such an array of .300 hitters. Grahted. But 
the Mackmen have not batted against such pitchers, either—so, on that 
point, fllp a coin and take your choice. 

For my part, I like the Giant pitchers. They have the edge. Mathew- 
son’s wonderful control, as evidencec. by his one base on balls a game even 
in this, an admitted bad season for him, with his great speed and marvelous 
“fadeaway,” will stand the Mackmen on their heads, If it is not too bold

Fletcher has been coming, 
and coming fast, his hitting being one of the wonderful things in the 
Giants’ offense for the past six wecks. 

Frank Baker, at third, looks lots better than Fred Herzog, of the 
Giants, Frank's hitting being a real menace to the Giants.

Tyrus Raymond Cobb is the greatest. 
ball player that ever wore a cleated 
shoe. 

That statement has been made thou- 
Sands upon thousands of times by 
sporting writers and fans throughout 
the width and breadth of this great 
land of ours. His great record this 
Season echoes the statement in no un- 
mistakable terms. 

No better evidence of the great ball 
Playing ability of the Georgian is 
needed than to glance over his figures 
of the 1911 season. 

Four records In all have been lowered 
by the Georgian to date. Another one 
will be iowered ere the season is 
ovrought to a final close. 


Best Player Ever. 


All you dopesters who pick Brouth- 
ers, Kelly, Anson, Keeler et al. as bet- 
ter players in their day than Cobb 
have got another pick coming. In the 
heydey of their fame they never were 
the great player that Cobb is. 

There were in times gone by players 
who have in individual hitting, on a 
percentage basis, shown a higher mark 
than the Georgian. but point out the 
player whose all-around merit sur- 
passes Cobb and I will take off my hat 
to him as the greatest player alive. 

Tyrus set about at the start of the 
present season to lower all existing 
records. In tis he failed, but he low- 
ered so many and scared the life out 
of so many more that his record for 
the season is one that the more you 
study it the more marvelous it be- 
comes. 

The first record he broke was to 
lower the mark made by Hal Chas, of 
the Yankees, in 1907, tor hitting in 
consecutive games. Chase bingled 
safely in 27. Cobb this season slapped 
the pellet safely one or more times in 
41-straight games. 

Nextheattacked the American league 
Stolen base record made by Eddie Col- 
lins, of the Athletics, last season. Thu 
Mackmen’'s second-sacker purloined 81. 
The Georgian has corralled 86. 

Not content with this, he proceeded 
to break tWo records and tie one in 
one day. This happened in the game 
with Washington on Friday. 


Run-Getting. 


The highest run-getting mark in 
baseball's history is 145 tallies, made 
iby Napoleon Lajoie, the great Cleve- 
land second-sacker, when he was a 
member of the Athletics in 1901. Cobb 
passed this on Friday, when he tallied 
three runs, bringing up his total to 
148 runs for the season, more runs 
than two-thirds of the hitters in bot:

No-National League Candidzte 
| Seems as Formidable 


Marquard and Mathewson, 
Richie and Schulte, Wagner 
and O’Toole, Alexander, Ma- 
gee and Chaimers Are Men- 
tioned in the Older League. 


As the time draws near for the 
‘award of the Chalmers Trophy there 
seems to be the greatest speculation 
among the fans as to what player in 
.the National League will receive the 
vote of the newspaper men. In the 
|American League, while a number of

eral publis seems to fancy Ty Cobb, 
in view of the phenomenal season that 
this great player has had this year. 

In the ational League, however,

{is doubly true in view of the close race 
in~the parent orgenization this year. 
| For fhe past month s has been prac- 
tically an open race between the 
Giants, the Cubs and Pirates and with 
the Philadelphia club never so tar be- 
hind as to be entirely eliminated. While 
‘the Chalmers Trophy this year is to be 
| awarded to the man of each league 
who in the opinion of the newspaper 
judges has done the most for his team, 
‘regardless of the position in which. his 
club finishes, it is only natural that 
j tne contenders in the pennant contest 
are thrown more in the limelight. 

Accordingly there are about six great 
players in the National League, who, 
as far as the general public is con- 
cerned; are all worthy of serious con- 
sideration for the Chalmers prize, 
These men are Marquard and Matthew- 
son, of the Giants; Richie and O'Toole, 
of the Pirates, and Alexander, Magee 
and Chalmers, of the Phillies. 

If McGraw’'s pitching department 
wins him another pennant this year, 
it will be the first season since Mc-

Bill 
Dahlen, the shortstop, still holds the 
managerial reins over the Brooklyns.

The 1905 worki’s series consisted of 
five games, all shutouts. The first 
game was played in Philadelphia on 
October 9 and was won by the Giants, 
3 to 0, The attendance was 17,955 and 
the gross receipts $12,736. -The Athlet- 
ics, with Bender pitcning, won the sec- 
ond game at the Poto Grounds by the 
same s@re, in the presence of 24,992 
paid spectators, the receipts being $158,- 
988. The Giants captured the third 
contest, played in Philadelphia, 9 to 0, 
the paid attendance’ being 10,991, and 
the receipts $8,848. The next two gamés 
were played in this city, the iants 
winning both, 1 to 0, and to 0. The 
total attendance those days was 37,795, 
and the receipts $28,363. For the five 
games the total attendance was 91,723 
and the receipts 468,435. Of this 
amount the Giants divideq $20,545.86 
and the Athletics $6,848.34. Each cluo 
owner took down 617,085.02 and the 
National commission's rakeoff was $6,- 
840.77. 

The 1909 wofid's series between the 
Pittsburgs and the Detroits hung up 
records in attendance figures and gate 
money that still are wnexcelled, though 
new figures may be created this fall 
These games, seven in all, drew 145,- 
295 paid individuals and $188,305.50 in 
gross receipts. The Pittsburgs cut up 
$40,154.94 and the Detroits divided $26,- 
769.96, a total of $66,924.90, while club 
owners halved $102,547.35 ang the com- 
mission got $18,830.25. Last year the 
Athletics and Cubs drew 123.222 per- 
sons in five games and $178,980 in gate 
money, of which the teams shared $19,- 
071.93, the clubs $77,510.07 and _ the 
commission $17,398.

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MOTOR INVENTOR KNIGHT 
ON VISIT. TO AMERICA 


Talks Interestingly of How His 
Invention Has Leaped 
Into Popularity. 


New York, September 30.—Charles Y. 
Knight, an American inventor, who 
has revolutionized motor car construc- 
tion in Europe, arrived on the Cam- 
pania from England. 

Mr. Knight, who is the builder of 
the Silent Knight internal combustion 
engine, returned home at the request 
of his American licensees to inspect 
their product and confer with them on 
methods which would enable them to 
keep up with. the overwhelming num- 
ber or orders which have followed the 
recent announcement of the adoption 
of the Knight motor in this country. 

L. B. Kilbourne, of Chicago, Mr. 
Knight's partner, and F. BE. Lonas, his 
patent attorney, and representatives of 
the builders of the Celumbia, Stearns 
and Stoddard-Dayton cars, who have 
adopted the Knight motor, met the in- 
ventor at the docks. 

The history of Mr. Knight’s fight for 
recognition reads’ like a novel. He was 
at one time a Chicago newspaper Man. 
Subsequently he became interested in 
engine-building, and invented the 
Knight motor. After offering it with- 
Out success to the leading automobile 
inanufacturers in America, he took it 
abroad, where it was adopted by the 
leading companies of England, France 
Germany and Italy. His European suc- 
cess got the American manufacturers 
thinking, and Mr. Knight had the satis- 
faction of having dozens of them beg 
of him to grant them license in this 
country. Three of the larger American 
concerns, who have always been be- 
lievers in the Knight motor, gave it 
American recognition this year. 

“Since the Knight motor was intro- 
duced in Europe over two years ago,” 
said Mr. Knight yesterday, “it has 
been adopted by the leading automobile 
manufacturers in that country, includ- 
ing the Daimler, Mercedes, Panhard, 
Minerva, Rover, Sigma of Switzerland 
and others.

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HOW TO DRIVE TO SAVANNAH: 
ROUTE OF J. C. CATHERWOOD 


Milledgeville is making a strong pull 
to get tourists who expect to go to the 
Vanderbilt cup and Grand Prize auto- 
mobile races in automobiles to g0 
through that city, using the “old capital 
route” to Savannah. 

J. C. Catherwood, secretary of the 
Young Men’s Business League of Mil- 
ledgeville, accompanied by Homer 
Thompsen, of that city, recently drove 
in a Ford from Atlanta to Savannah 
over this route, made notations régard- 
ing it, and secured in detail the road 
directions. 


Milledgeville extends a cordial invi- 
tation to automobile tourists going to 
the races, not only to come that way, 
but to stop in that city, which is his- 
torically famous, and see some of the 
interesting things it has to show. 

In speaking of the old capital route, 
Mr. Catherwood, following his trip, 
writes as follows: 

“My reading shows the distance from 
Atlanta to Milledgeville as 108.4 miles, 
While from Milledgeville to Savannah 
is an even 184 miles, making the total 
distance 292.4 miles from The Consti- 
tution building to the De Soto hotel in 
Savannah. 

Condition of the Roads. 


“The roads, as a rule, are in splendid 
condition and need very little work at 
this time. 

“DeKalb, Rockdale, Morgan, Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Burke. Jenkins, Bul- 
loch, Screven and Chatham’ counties 
deserve to be congratulated on their 
magnificent roads. Newton county’s 
roads are good from the Rockdale 
county line to Covington, but are bad- 
ly in need of work from the county 
seat to the Walton county line. From 
Morgan county to Eatonton, Putnam 
has very good roads, but from Eaton- 
ton to Baldwin county are several very 
bad places, which the commissioners 
have promised to remedy. Baldwin 
county roads at present are not what 
they should be, but the commissioners 
have promised me to have them put 
in perfect condition at once. In fact, 
they will start-work on them imme- 
diately. 

“Washington and Jefferson have very 
good roads all the way, but from Lou- 
isville through Burke and Jenkins as 
far down as Scarboro, the roads are 
irreproachable. The only thing a 
driver need watch on this stretch of 
094 miles is his speedometer. There ig 
rather a bad stretch of sand from Scar- 
boro to Rocky Ford, about five miles. 

“Bulloch county is doing splendid 
work on her roads, and when the pres- 
ent road building is completed will 
have roads second to none in 
the state. The old road has been 
shortened considerably. In Bryan 
county the roads are narrow, but good. 
Only a little clay is used, but the sand 
is hard and pulling is easy. Little 
Caney creek, a bad wet weather 
branch 7% miles ‘from Stillson, toward 
Savannah, will be bridged very shortly.

For four years the city of Baltimore 
has been at work at enormous expense 
on “oné. of the most stupendous en- 
gineering projects of modern times, 
i. e., the installation of a storm water 
and sanitary seweragé ‘system 
throughout all the streets and’ alleys, 
carrying connections to each individ- 
ual house.” This is the culmination 
of an agitation wh:ch has been going 
on at intervals for more than fifty 
years. ihe immedalate occas.on of it 
was the passage of a law by the gen- 
era! assembly for the protection of 
the oyster industry of the state, which 
vields an annual income of $50,000,000, 
and the life of which was threatencu 
by the increasing outflow of sewage 
from this city of neariy 600,000 in- 
habitants.

Pope Brown Issues Statement 
Regarding the Charges Made 
Against His Prohibition Rec- 
ord by Dupont Guerry---Very 
Quiet at Headquarters. 
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Governor Hoke Smith will resign the 
office of .governor on a date between 
the 15th and 20th of November. 

The public announcement to this 
effect has not been made by Governor 
Smith, but it is stated on good author- 
ity that he has determined to quit the 
office of governor about the time mer- 
tioned, for the purpose of qualifying 
as a United States senator from 
Georgia. 

Some weeks ago Governor Smith | 
stated unofficially that he thought he| 
would resign about November 1, and 
that was his original intention. 

However, several matters have arisen 
since that time which demand the gov- 
ernors attention, and which make it 
impossible for him to relinquish the 
office until those matters are disposed 
of or put in shapé for his successor to 
handle, 

Among these matters are the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad lease, the 
question involving an enforcement of 
the lease contract with regard to rates 
from Georgia points to points in Ten- 
nessee; the Tallulah Falls preservation 
proposition, the question involving the 
right of the Georgia Power Company 
to hold certain land in the vicinity of 
the falls which, it is claimed, is owned 
by the state; the Ducktown copper 
case, involving the alleged destruction 
of property in Georgia by fumes aris- 
ing from the plant of the Tennessee 
Copper Company at Copper Hill. 

These are three important matters 
which the governor now has under con- 
sideration, and which he is _ investi- 
gating. Each of them is of importance, 
and the governor intends to dispose of 
them, if possible, before he resigns 
from the executive office. 

It is expected that Governor Smith 
will make formal announcement at an 
early date of the day on which he ex- 
pects to resign. Conditions may arise 
which will make it possible for him to 
resign by November 1. Otherwise he 
will resign between November 15 and 
20, not later than the 20th. 

As stated in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, it is generally understood 
that Judge Dick Russell, of the court 
of appeals, who is a candidate to suc- 
ceed Governor Smith when he resigns, 
is waiting to resign his place on the 
appellate court bench until the gov- 
ernor makes formal announcement of 
the date on which he expects to resign 
from the gubernatorial office. 

It is expected that Judge Russell's 
announcement of his resignation from 
the court of appeals will follow short- 
ly after the governor’s announcement 
of his resignation from the guberna- 
torial office. 

It is reported on all sides that Judge 
Russell is now anxious to ‘resign from 
thé court and devote all his time to 
his campaign for governor, but that he 
does not wish to be put in the atti- 
tude of resigning his office to make 
the race for another which has not be- 
come vacant.

Architectural Scheme.

Professor Slaton’s Views. 

Superinteddent. Slaton has very de- 
finite views on the subiect of corporal 
punishment, but prefers not to state 
them at this time, believing that any 
opinion expressed now would be taken 
as bearing in the concrete case of Miss 
Dunlap ‘and young Oberdorfer, which 
he wishes to avoid. 

In answer to questions, however, he 
said that the leading educational sys- 
tems of the country are endeavoring 
to do away with corporal punishment 
wherever other effective means of 
Punishment could substituted. 

“Linder the present system,’ he con- 
tined,.‘*the board and the superintend- 
ent have endeavored to see to it that 
all whippines are mild and corrective. 
No child is whipped if its parents sends 
a note to the principal making this 
request.” 

Dan W. Green, of the board of edu- 
cation, believes in the old adage, 
“spare the rod and spoil the child,” and 
thinks that whipping, as {t ought to be 
administered under the rules of the 
board, is the only effective means that 
the Atlanta school teacher has at pres- 
ent-for preserving discipline. 

Demerit System a Fallure. 

‘The only substitute we con!q now 
offer for corporal punishment,” says 
Mr. Green, “is the demerit system, a 
system which would eventually -force 
many children out of school. This sys- 
tem has just proved a failure in the 
Boys’ High School, the professors, 
backed by the boys, petitioning to have 
it removed. In my opinion it is better 
to give the bad child a mild whipping, 
as provideg for by the rules of the 
board, than to deprive the child of an 
education by driving it out of school, 

“linder these rules the offending 
child .is first reprimanded by the 
teacher an@q for a second offense is 
sent to the principal who gives the 
child.a@a lecture. If thig fails to do any 
zood the child is whipped either by the 
principal or by the teacher fn the pres- 
ence of the principal. The’ principal 
passes on the of the switch and 
must see to it that the punishment is 
not too severe.”

sightly grocery store, but should be set 
back from street to leave a grass plot 
in front; and the building should be 
designed in the same style as the 
‘apartment house. Plienty of open space 
should be left between the two build- 
‘ings and on all sides. The lot runs 
back on Fair 227 feet, so that there 
would be ample room on the side lot 
‘for a-garage, in these days an indis- 
‘pensable adjunct to an apartment 
house.
